Bipartisan support for the meas- 
ure has already been assured: Rep- 
resentatives Thor Tollefson, (Republican-Washington) 
and John J. Allen, Jr., (Republican—California), have 
filed identical bills. 

Every boatman who ever uses power on his boat will 
be affected by the bill once it becomes law. It is there- 
fore wise to read the complete bill, if possible, and study 
its provisions. Basically it proposes: 

1. Numbering for all motor powered boats using the 
navigable waters of the United States, and provides for 
a fee for doing so, and penalties for noncompliance. 

2. “Civil penalty” authority for the Coast Guard, in 
addition to the present criminal penalty authority, so 
that it may be more practical for the Coast Guard to 
bring action against minor violators. There has been 
criticism that under the present arrangement only major 
boating violations were prosecuted. 

3. Boatmen will be obliged to render assistance and 
make a report in the case of serious boating accidents. 

4. States and the Federal Government will enter into

required by the bill should do much 

to help develop accurate statistics 
regarding a basically very safe sport. 

The enlightened approach of the Bonner Bill to our 
problems is reflected in its wording: “It is hereby de- 
clared to be the policy of Congress to encourge uniform- 
ity of boating laws, rules, and regulations as among the 
several States and the Federal Government to the fullest 
extent practicable, subject to reasonable exceptions aris- 
ing out of local conditions. In the interest of fostering 
the development, use, and enjoyment of all the waters 
of the United States it is further declared to be the policy 
of the Congress hereby to encourage the highest degree 
of reciprocity and comity among the several jurisdic- 
tions. The Secretary . . . shall to the greatest possible 
extent enter into agreements and other arrangements 
with the States to insure that there shall be the fullest 
possible cooperation in the enforcement of both State 
and Federal statutes, rules, and regulations relating to 
recreational boating.” 

The provisions of this bill should do much to aid and 
encourage our sport, and should receive our full support.

Since a sailboat is 
the only type of craft suitable for long- 
distance cruising, it’s essential that you 
learn how to sail. While there are 
many good books on this art, such as 
Patrick Royce’s “Sailing Illustrated,” 
you've got to spend a lot of time at the 
tiller or helm of a real craft. Seaman- 
ship and piloting can be learned in 
Power Squadron and Coast Guard 
Auxiliary classes. Navigation, a must 
before long-distance cruising can be 
considered, can be learned in advanced 
Power Squadron classes if you are in- 
vited to become a member after com- 
pleting elementary piloting classes. We 
suggest you go to your library or local 
bookstore and get all the books you 
can find by and about people who have 
made adventure cruises. Your best bet 
is to sign up for a charter cruise, such 
as the round-the-world type aboard 
Captain Irving Johnson’s “Yankee.”

BUILT FROM PLANS 


I purchased the plans for the 18- 
foot “Sportsman” day cruiser designed 
by Edwin Monk and printed in your 
February, 1957, issue. I have never: 


built a boat before in my life, but I 
experienced no real difficulties. The 
only help I obtained was in fastening 
the large sheets of plywood. Also, two 
sons, aged 11 and 13, did odd jobs. 
Building time was approximately five 
months, and the total cost was $419,

Your sketch shows a rather nice- 
looking boat with a _ conventional 
round bottom and somewhat slack 
bilges. By no stretch of the imagina- 
tion can this be considered a fast boat. 
Instead, it is a comfortable, easily 
driven displacement vessel. This be- 
ing the case, squat boards or a wedge 
would be of no help whatsoever. 

The speed you are getting at 
present, however, is ridiculously low. 
Your trouble obviously lies with your 
propeller. It is too small and has far 
too little pitch. Ideally, it should be 
replaced by a three-blade prop measur- 
ing 18x11% or even 20x11 inches. 
But the propeller aperture is too small 
to take either of these wheels. So, as 
a compromise, I recommend that you 
try a 16x12%-inch propeller. This 
should produce an easy 12-mph 
cruising speed and a slightly higher 
top speed. 


FIBERGLASS COVERING 
“Will you please tell me how to fig- 


ure how much fiberglass and resin | 
need to cover my 14ft. boat?” 
Ford Thibodoux, Jr.

To determine the amount of glass 
fabric needed, measure (1) the length 
from stem to stern along the gunwale 
and (2) the girth from keel to gun- 
wale at the widest part of the boat. 
Add one foot to each of these measure- 
ments for overlap and then multiply 
one measurement by the other. This 
gives you the amount of glass fabric 
required to cover one side of the boat; 
you will need twice this amount to 
cover the whole boat. In the fore-

going, your calculations should be 
made in feet and fractions thereof; 
your final figure will then be the num- 
ber of square feet of glass fabric 
needed. 

Let’s presume your 14-footer meas- 
ures 15 feet along the gunwale and 
has a 4-ft. girth between keel and 
gunwale at the widest point. Adding 
one foot to each of these measure- 
ments makes than 16 and 5 ft. respec- 
tively. Multiplying 16x5 gives 80, 
which is the number of square feet 
needed for one-half the boat. Twice 
this figure, or 160 sq. ft., is the amount 
required for the whole boat. 

Add to this figure the square area 
of all other surfaces to be covered. 
For example, your boat’s transom 
may measure 2x4 ft. If this is the case, 
an additional 8 sq. ft. of fabric will be 
required, making a total of 168 sq. ft. 

To apply this fabric to the boat will 
require at least three coats of resin: 
an anchor or priming coat before the 
fabric is laid in place and a minimum 
of two finish coats. Depending on how 
lavishly the resin is applied, one quart 
should cover between 12 and 15 sq. 
ft. of surface with three coats. To be 
on the safe side, we'll use the smaller 
figure. Since we needed a total of 168 
sq. ft. of fabric, we divide 168 by 12, 
giving 14, which is the number of 
quarts of resin required. 


FUSELAGE FOR HULL? 


“Can an airplane fuselage be turned 
into or used as a boat hull?” 
O. Gurvitz 
Tucson, Ariz. 
Almost anything that can be made 
to float can be, and has been, used as 
a “boat.” Included in this category 
are barrels, boxes, aircraft belly tanks 
and many other awesome and won- 
drous structures. So there’s no reason 
why an airplane fuselage, if it is or can 
be made watertight, can’t be used as a 
boat hull. In fact, if you have a me- 
chanically inquisitive mind, a lot of 
free time and a sizeable bankroll, you 
may derive a lot of pleasure out of 


experimenting with a waterborne 
fuselage. 
Before starting the experiment, 


however, there are several questions 
you should ask yourself. Will you be 
disappointed if your contraption 
doesn’t perform like a true boat? Will 
you be dumfounded if it isn’t “a thing 
of beauty and joy forever”? Will you 
be crushed if it proves to have abso- 
lutely no resale value? Are you the

SCOTT: 
ATWATER 
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AROUND-THE-CONTINENT TRIP 
TACKLED BY OUTBOARD 


Two men in an 18-foot outboard day cruiser, powered 
by two Scott-Atwater 40-hp motors, are trying to complete 
the longest cruise ever attempted in an outboard boat, a 
trip that will take them completely around the North 
American Continent. 

Leader of the expedition is John H. Bremer, 35-year-old 
writer from Lake Zurich, Ill. Accompanying him is Kai 
Peterson, 26, a neighbor. They left New York City on 
January 20 and followed the east coast to Florida, where 
Bremer spent ten days lecturing and making television 
appearances. 

The pair left Miami on February 20 on a route which 
will take them to Cuba, Mexico, Central America, and 
through the Panama Canal. They will cruise up the west 
coast to Mexico, the United States, and Alaska. They plan 
to cruise around Alaska, through the Northwest Passage 
and the Arctic Ocean along the northern shore of Canada, 
to the east coast of the Maritime Provinces, and south to 
New York. With stops along the way, Bremer expects the 
round trip to take six to seven months. 

Bremer, a former U. S. Air Force flyer and licensed 
Canadian guide, last summer was the first man to travel 
by motor boat from Waterways, Alberta, northward across 
the Northwest Territory to Mackenzie Bay on the Arctic 
Ocean—2,000 miles of rapids, ice floes and wilderness on 
the Athabaska, Slave and Mackenzie rivers and Great 
Slave Lake. 


SOUTH CAROLINA SEEKS 
BOAT STUDY COMMITTEE 


A resolution to create a special legislative committee to 
study boating problems on the state’s inland waterways was 
passed recently in the South Carolina House of Repre- 
sentatives. The committee would study “the laws, rules, 
regulations and customs of the inland waters of the state.” 
Its particular attention is directed to “reported conflicts 
between fishermen and water skiers” and the problem of 
intoxication. 

The committee would report its recommendations at the 
opening of the 1959 legislative session. 


LICENSE BILL INTRODUCED 
IN KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE 


A bill authorizing the Department of Fish and Wildlife 
to register all motor boats and impose an annual license 
fee of $1.25 was introduced recently in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives. Proceeds from license fees 
would go to the state’s Game and Fish Fund. 

The measure would also permit the state agency to 
adopt rules and regulations prescribing “standards of oper- 
ation of boats, weight and passenger limits, maximum mo- 
tor size, and standards for determining the suitability of 
structure of classes of boats.” 


ARIZONA BOATING BILL 


A requirement that children under eight years of age 
and all persons unable to swim be compelled to wear life 
preservers while on a boat that’s underway is a provision 
of a major boating safety bill recently introduced in the 
House of Representatives in Arizona. 

Other provisions, many taken from the Outboard 
Boating Club of America’s “Uniform Pleasure Boating 
Act,” deal with careless operation, applicability of the 
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state law, interference with navigation, incapacity of the 
operator, notification in the case of accident, overloading, 
and a prohibition against dumping trash on the waterways. 
The bill would also require “a steady light visible through- 
out a full circle for a distance of not less than 1 mile” at 
night whenever a boat is underway or when anchored in 
a normal passageway for other watercraft. 


CONSTRUCTION STARTED 
ON ‘MISS BARDAHL' 


Assembly of deck, bottom and side forms for the new 
Unlimited Glass hydro, Miss Bardahl, has been started, and 
all pre-fabrication detail is complete, Ole Bardahl, owner 
of the boat and president of Bardahl Mfg. Corp., reports. 

The boat, designed by Ted Jones, is under construction 
at the firm’s engine shop in South Park, Seattle, Wash. 
“Having Ted Jones’ crew build Miss Bardahi here will 
give our driver, Norm Evans, and Del Gould, our crew 
chief, a chance to familiarize themselves with every aspect 
of the hull,” Bardahl said. 


PACIFISTS SET SAIL 
FOR A-BOMB TEST AREA 


In an effort to stop forthcoming atomic tests in the 
South Pacific, four pacifists were scheduled to leave Los 
Angeles March 20 aboard their 30-foot ketch, Golden Rule, 
which they planned to sail into the bomb test area. They 
hope that their presence will forestall the tests. 

A spokesman told the New York Times recently that 
the group could not believe that the tests would proceed 
with lethal hydrogen-bomb explosions “in the face of four 
people who mean no harm.” 

The four men are members of an organization called 
“Non-Violent Action Against Nuclear Weapons.” Albert 
Bigelow, of Cos-Cob, Conn., is leader of the group. They 
made a previous attempt to sail early in February, but 
storms and other difficulties forced them to turn back after 
they were about 500 miles out from Los Angeles. 


OUTBOARDER COMPLETES 
OKLAHOMA-FLORIDA RUN 


A 2,400-mile run from Miami, Okla., to Miami, Florida, 
by outboard was completed recently by Ed Mumm, a serv- 
ice manager for Gale Products of Galesburg, Ill. He deliv- 
ered a “best wishes” message from the Mayor of Miami, 
Okla., to the Mayor of Miami, Fla., on the opening day of 
the Miami International Boat Show. 

Sponsors of the trip were Gale Products, makers of Gale- 
Buccaneer outboard motors, and Blue Manufacturing Co., 
makers of Blue Star Boats. Munn’s route followed the 
Grand River to the Arkansas River, and into the Missis- 
sippi River at Rosedale, Ark.

Here is a fifty-footer that packs exceptional facilities 


and a great many innovations into her handsome hull—

T TAKES more than a bright red hull to make a power 
Jesse truly distinctive. Natalie IV utilizes so many 

new ideas in power arrangements, styling and interior 
and exterior layout in her 49-foot length that even without 
her scarlet topsides she would really be a standout. 

Frank Mayer, owner of three previous Natalies, had de- 
veloped many of his own ideas concerning cabin layout and 
accommodation. Incorporation of these gives the boat its 
individual character. 

Let me take you aboard for an imaginary conducted 
tour. As we head out to the mooring in her 10-foot Penn 
Yan dinghy, we have no trouble recognizing her red hull 
among the assembled yachts. 

When we round up to her stern, we find the first of her 
many novel features. This is a small deck, 11 feet wide, 
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built into the transom near the water line. It is a combina- 
tion dinghy-launching deck, boarding stage and diving plat- 
form. A hinged, A-shaped cradle, controlled by a winch 
operated from the afterdeck, lets down parallel to the water 
line so the dinghy may be floated into position, and then 
lifted snugly against the transom. Three steps at one end 
of the platform lead us up to the afterdeck. 

Here we find ourselves outside the cockpit railing, which 
is set in far enough from the edge of the deck so anyone 
handling lines can work outside it, without bothering or 
being bothered by guests lolling on the afterdeck. This rail- 
ing is high enough to provide real protection and to give 
a measure of privacy to the guests. Maintenance prob- 
lems have been reduced by making the “spray cloths” of 
plywood instead of the conventional canvas. Two gates in 
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Built by Nevins of City Island, the yard

the railing, one to port and the other to starboard, give ac- 
cess to the afterdeck, a 10x13-foot area that has a built-in 
seat at the after end. Under this seat are stored tanks con- 
taining fuel for the galley range. There is also a- lounging 
flat atop a level uncambered trunk cabin and additional 
room for a half-dozen deck chairs. 

Let’s go forward outside the pilothouse and lounge to the 
foredeck. Good-sized grab rails make this passage both 
easy and safe. Note in passing the Buell air horns and One- 
Mile-Ray searchlight on the pilothouse roof and the mast 
atop the lounge. The latter has just the right rake for smart- 
ness. It is a lightweight, hinged affair that can be dropped 
flat on the lounge roof when passing beneath fixed-clearance 
bridges. 

There is no guard rail around the forward end of the 
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Natalie IV has a novel dinghy lift designed to ease the owner’s work and keep the tender out of the way when cruising. 
It is floated into chocks on the hinged “A” frame, secured with shock cords and winched snugly against the transom. 


boat. Such a rail is often too low for real protection. It 
can catch you just below the knees and, acting as a ful- 
crum, pitch you overboard rather than keep you safely on 
deck. Instead, we have fitted massive buifalo rails. These 
provide excellent toeholds when working on the foredeck, 
but do not give the sensation of being hemmed in. This 
feeling of freedom makes the already large and uncluttered 
forward lounging area seem even bigger. 

A cushioned deckbox here holds dock lines and fenders. 
Two Danforth anchors—a 40-pounder and a 65-pounder— 
are stowed forward on chocks. 

An anchor davit and an Ideal electric windlass with a 
foot-operated waterproof switch simplify handling the 
hooks. Two deck pipes lead the anchor lines down into 
the forepeak. 
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These views of Natalie’s hull lines accentuate her easy entry 

and flat afterbody, qualities which should make for a clean 

undisturbed wake. Sweeping spray rails indicate a dry running 

boat. With Twin 275 HP Crusader engines connected to the shafts through 
Walter Vee Drives, the designer predicts speeds of 17 to 18 knots from 
the hull. Boats sections are round bottom forward, V aft. 


Now let’s go back aft and into the pilothouse. Two doors 
lead from the afterdeck into the house. Between the doors 
are two stainless-steel jalousies. When the doors and the 
jalousies are open, the pilot has none of the usual lonely 
feeling of isolation from the party on the afterdeck, and 
ventilation, of course, is excellent. If more air is desired, 
two side windows can be cranked down, two hinged auto- 
mobile-type “no-draft” ventilators can be opened, and the 
middle section of the windshield can be swung forward and 
up. 
The finish in the house is white with mahogany trim, 
gray upholstery and gray rubber carpeting. All interior 
paint, incidentally, was furnished by Woolsey. Pettit sup- 
plied the exterior paint, and International Tropicop was 
used on the bottom. 

Ten life preservers are stowed beneath a seat at the after 


end of the pilothouse. This seat can be converted into a. 


berth. When a temporary professional skipper or guide is 
aboard, he sleeps here. A hatch in the flooring leads directly 
to the galley area and an adjacent lavatory; there is no 
need for the professional to pass through the owner’s quar- 
ters when going below, nor is there any necessity of track- 
24 


ing through the lounge when bringing galley supplies 
aboard. 

Steering is accomplished by means of a beautiful 30-inch 
handmade mahogany steering wheel with holly inlays, a 
Crowell hydraulic helm and two balanced bronze rudders. 
The Crowell mechanism consists of two oil-filled hydraulic 
units, one at the wheel and one in the engine room coupled 
to the rudder shafts, and a length of copper tubing between 
the units. Since the tubing runs behind bulkheads and un- 
der the flooring, it is completely invisible. The helm is of 
the worm type. Being irreversible in its action, it will stay 
in whatever position the helmsman sets it, regardless of 
rudder pressure. Full right rudder to full left rudder takes 
four revolutions of the steering wheel. This simple system 
makes the usual complex mechanical-linkage installation, 
with its cables, pulleys, gears and racks, obsolete. 

To increase the yacht’s ability to maneuver quickly and 
effortlessly, Teleflex pushbutton power shifting is installed. 
Mounted on each engine is an electrically activated power 
unit that does the actual shifting. Each unit is controlled 
by three pushbutton switches (reverse-neutral-forward ) 
that are placed near the steering wheel. This system, which

to the wheelhouse and decrease the helmsman’s sense of 
isolation from the rest of a party.

The quest for above-average light

is quite similar to the servo controls employed extensively in 
aircraft, is both neat and simple. 

Other equipment in the pilothouse includes a Sonar depth 
indicator with light shield, a Constellation 6-inch compass 
with chrome binnacle, and a Pearce-Simpson Carib 130 
radiotelephone. A large chart board on the port side hinges 
up for access to chart stowage space beneath it. 

Just forward of the pilothouse and down four steps is a 
10x11-foot lounge. Finished in bone ivory and mahogany 
with antique-ivory upholstery and gray plastic tile on the 
flooring, this is a comfortable and restful place indeed. Its 
furnishings include a desk with book rack above, several 
upholstered chairs, a television set and an L-shaped couch 
that converts into a double berth. 

Headroom here and elsewhere throughout the yacht can 
only be described as excellent. This was a particular re- 
quirement of Mr. Mayer’s for two reasons. First of all, 
he is no small man himself, and he regularly cruises with 
tall shipmates. Second, plentiful headroom keeps the boat 
cool, especially when cruising in southern waters. Coolness 
and comfort are further guaranteed by sound and heat insu- 
lation under the main deck and house tops and around the

entire engine room. Beneath the lounge is a compartment 
that contains two 250-gallon Monel fuel tanks with fuel- 
level indicators, two 100-gallon Monel water tanks, bat- 
teries and miscellaneous electrical equipment. 

The forward quarters of the Natalie IV are occupied by 
two staterooms and a bath. To port the owner’s stateroom 
boasts a single berth of almost double berth size. The finish 
here is of bone ivory with green and mahogany trim, an- 
tique ivory upholstery and a deep red rug. The guest state- 
room forward contains two single berths, and is slate gray 
and aquamarine with mahogany trim, gold weave uphol- 
stery and deep red rug. To starboard is a complete bath- 
room with a large man-sized shower. All of these can be 
closed off from the rest of the forward quarters for privacy, 
and all berths in the forward quarters have storage bins 
beneath them for bedding and clothing. A bureau in the 
owner’s stateroom and a commodious wardrobe in the 
double stateroom provide additional stowage space. 

Now let’s go back up through the lounge and down into 
the after quarters. The entire area here is taken up by a 
large combination galley and dining room that is novel for

TARTING in the early days of American history, when 
Captain John Smith left Pocahontas alone by her camp- 
fire while he explored Chesapeake waterways for a 
passage to the Pacific, this bay has held an irresistible allure 
for seafaring men. “This is a most fair Bay,” wrote Smith 
in 1608, and ever increasing numbers of boating families 
cruising the same waters today enthusiastically reaffirm that 
doughty sea dog’s opinion. 

The Chesapeake of John Smith’s time was virgin water, 
an untouched wilderness traveled only by an occasional 
Indian log canoe. Today’s Bay is honeycombed with 
brightly colored sails, sleek powerboats, and the trolling 
rods of hopeful fishermen. Yet, despite the increased traffic, 
it still retains that somnolent atmosphere that has earned 
the description: “one of the world’s finest pleasure boating 
grounds.” From Wilmington, Delaware, south along 180 
miles of level land threaded by meandering rivers and tidal 
offshoots of the Atlantic, the area is literally a boatman’s 
heaven. . 

On a recent visit to Ocean City, Maryland, this PoPULAR 
BOATING reporter hitched a ride on a fast sea skiff belonging 
to the William D. Hardester family of Pocomoke City. As 
we roared down Sinepuxent Bay towards Chincoteague, 
leaving a wake rolling toward the shores of the outer islands 
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—Capt. John Smith 


where wild horses still graze, Bill Hardester turned from the 
wheel to explain, “Usually my boat’s at Pocomoke except in 
really hot weather. If you’re around this fall, we'll have 
traded this for a twin screw, 33 foot Express Cruiser that’s 
a dandy overnight boat. Wouldn’t be a bit surprised if I 
have a pigmy battleship by the end of next summer. One 
boat sort of leads into the next on waters like this.” 

The Chesapeake is an oversize inlet to the ocean in actu- 
ality, four to 40 miles broad where the Bay winds along 
the coasts of Virginia and Maryland, 12 miles at its mouth 
between Cape Henry on the south and Cape Charles on the 
north. Ships of the Kiptopeke Beach-Little Creek Line 
ferry automobiles and passengers between the Delmarva 
Peninsula and Tidewater, Virginia, on a year round sched- 
ule nowadays. In November of 1949, when the Maryland 
Roads Commission started work on the four-mile Chesa- 
peake Bay Bridge linking the peninsula with the mainland 
near Annapolis, the famed “isolation” of the Eastern Shore 
started coming to an end. Traffic brought commerce. Along 
with road improvement, shipyards and yacht clubs appeared 
along the waterways. Though an occasional boatman still 
reports a taciturn reception in some of the outlying com- 
munities, 99 per cent of the area extends a welcoming mat 
of southern hospitality to visitors. 

“Fine casting for trout along the banks inside Lynnhaven 
Inlet,” declared avid fisherman Carl Kraft of Portsmouth,

and then promptly acted as a voluntary guide to his favorite 
grounds for southern “specks” or weakfish. Within the 
space of a few days, Kraft had landed a goodly mess of 
“rock,” the local name for striped bass, under the James 
River Bridge, and then followed it up with a burlap sack 
of mixed “fluke” and “spot” taken from the dock area on 
the Kiptopeke end of the ferry slips. “I carry a light out- 
board aboard at Little Creek,” he volunteered. “You can 
rent a skiff reasonably at the other side. By leaving the car 
here, the toll charges aren’t more than a spit in the wind.” 

Cruising the Chesapeake from the 19 mile canal connec- 
tion with the Delaware River at its northern extremity to 
the point where the inland waterway winds into the Dismal 
Swamp Canal, boatmen will be tempted to trace up the 
Susquehanna, Patuxent, Potomac, Rappahannock, York 
and James, the six major rivers, or up innumerable smaller 
arms and estuaries of navigable streams that criss-cross the 
terrain. The wooded shoreline is dotted with safe harbors 
and picturesque boat-conscious towns, but the Bay itself is 
wholly feminine: fascinating and appealing, yet completely 
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Pierre du Pont III’s schooner Barlovento chases 
Freedom, schooner owned by the United States 
Naval Academy, in one of the many Bay races. 


illogical in its moods. The barometer may hold steady, but 
abruptly the sky darkens, a squall sweeps down upon you 
from the north or south, and suddenly you’re rolling in a 
nasty short swell. A brisk breeze springs out of nowhere, 
billowing slack canvas, and a becalmed boat sails spray- 
drenched. 

“I’ve never trusted the Chesapeake further than the wave 
under my bowsprit,” explained Skipper Hugh Furman of 
the schooner Zingara. “If you treat that chunk of water 
with the same respect you’d give a tame tiger, you’re bound 
to stay in command of the situation. Get careless and you're 
bound to get caught offguard.” 

Though the Bay is renowned for shallow anchorages in 
virtually tideless water, it is also famous for almost every 
whim of wind and weather known to plague a small boat. 
Once, after dropping the hook of a 165 foot Coast Guard 
vessel, the Tahoma, to send a liberty party ashore by motor 
life-boat, I saw a thunderhead swoop down and make fur- 
ther manuvers impossible within a space of 20 minutes. 
Unable to risk retrieving the launch in heavy swells, we were

forced to leave the happy sailors ashore overnight. 

The Chesapeake is also a roosting area for thick banks 
of fog comparable to the peasoups of English coastal waters. 
Though Hampton Roads is as well marked from a naviga- 
tional standpoint as the straightaway Jersey Turnpike, 
yachtsmen are apt to lose their bearings in this thick shroud. 
It’s an eerie and frightening experience to sail blindly into 
a white wall, visibility non-existent, your ears tuned for 
the warning blare of a steamer, or the whistle buoy’s wel- 
come sound. The Chesapeake is “all things to all men”— 
you will find solid weeks, even months, of clear sunlight 
beaming on tranquil seas if you come at the proper time. 
Be adequately prepared for the Bay’s vagaries, however. 

Following the channel markers in the path of the old 
clipper ships and the distinctive Chesapeake bugeyes, a 
cruising man is treading in history’s footsteps. You can 
pause on the battlefield outside Fort Monroe where the 
Monitor and the Merrimac clashed in the first struggle be- 
tween ironclads; Bay sailors described the vessels as “sea 
serpents thrashing along, spoutirig smoke from their gills.” 
You'll hear a barnyard called a “pound,” pine needles are 
“shatters,” and tattletale grey laundry scorned as “dead- 
lified.” On a few of the islands such as Tangier, you'll hear 
a speech dialect as close to Elizabethian English as exists in 
the world today. Progress and modernization is gradually 
changing these boatmen of the Chesapeake but “tyme and 
the tyde wait for no man.” The old things are still in evi- 
dence if you look closely and listen. 

City and country girl Jane Janvier Ward, originally from 
Crisfield but now with her permanent home in Salisbury 
told me, “I was brought up in a salty atmosphere of oyster- 
shucking and crab-picking. I remember riding out a storm 
on one of my grandfather’s oyster dredgers when I was 
barely able to turn the wheel. I’ve spent lots of time in big 
cities doing things like parts in Broadway plays but I al- 
ways head back to Maryland.” 

At Crisfield, where crab floats and mounds of oyster 
shells give the town a sea-going flavor, it was easy to under- 
stand this attitude. Crabbing for the Chesapeake blue, 
which gourmets consider the tastiest of species, is a fair- 
weather sport beginning in April when the locust trees 
are blooming and the crabs crawl out of hibernation in the 
mud bottom.

WHY BOTTOM PAINT? 


Postwar research has gone a long way in determining 
what gives best barnacle protection 


By Dr. F.G. WALTON SMITH 


Director, Marine Laboratory, University of Miami 


N SPITE of modern technological progress, one aspect of 
nautical practice is still reminiscent of medieval alchemy, 
the stirring of witches’ cauldrons or the incantation of spells. 
To the average boat owner the behavior of ships’ bottom 
paint is more charged with mysticism than science. No two 
persons will agree on what is the best paint, and the selec- 
tion of an antifouling coating is accomplished with about 
the same degree of scientific detachment as the purchase of 
a woman’s hat. Why, in the days of radar, loran, and echo

sounders, should there be any difficulty or mystery about 
keeping barnacles off the hull? 

The immediate answer is simple. The behaviour of anti- 
fouling paints is erratic and, to some extent, unpredictable 
to most people. The same paint may behave quite dif- 
ferently on different occasions. Sometimes a cheap and

notoriously poor paint will give astonishingly good protec- 
tion, while at other times an expensive and reputable brand 
may seem to fall something short of perfection. There 
seems to be a strange influence at work which makes bot- 
tom paints capricious in their action. The reasons for this, 
when properly understood, will make it casier to select a 
suitable paint without recourse to a crystal ball and will take 
much of the mystery out of the bottom paint problem. In 
order to explain this something must be said about fouling 
and about the way paints are made. 

In the first place, the fouling which attaches to ship 
bottoms consists of living plants and animals. They may 
be barnacles, or the thin, encrusting stony “mats” known to 
zoologists as bryozoans, or any one of an astonishingly long 
list of srnall sea creatures which live during most of their 
lives attached to rocks, pilings or to almost any other sub- 
merged object. The plants are known as marine algae, and 
are usually simple forms, green or brown in color and 
composed of thin tendrils little larger than threads of cotton. 
But both plants and animals have two things in common. 
They slow down the speed of a ship, and they begin their 
lives, not attached, but swimming or drifting freely in the 
water. When they are a few days or weeks old the young 
algae or barnacles attach themselves to a suitable object and 
undergo the changes which adapt them to this mode of life. 

This is where the bottom paint is supposed to take over. 
Barnacles and other fouling organisms are able to attach 
to almost any texture of surface. It doesn’t matter too 
much whether it is smooth or rough, clean or slimy. Bar- 
nacles have even attached themselves to wooden panels 
coated with thick grease, in experimental tests at Miami. 
So, in some way the surface must be made poisonous to 
the fouling without being dangerous to human beings. 

All kinds of weird mixtures have been used in an attempt 
to make a noxious surface. The ancient Phoenicians are 
reported to have used pitch, wax and tar. Arsenic and 
sulfur, grease, soap and even suet, fish-oil, dung and horse- 
hair have been mixed into later formulae. But the results 
were, usually, to encourage fouling, rather than to deter it. 

Progress from these early days to the modern type of 
paint was remarkably slow. In fact, although the use of 
copper and mercury compounds as ingredients of successful 
bottom paints dates back to the Nineteenth Century, it was 
not urtil during World War II that scientists really began 
to understand the way in which they work. Some of the 
research vital to this understanding was carried out in

Florida waters, where The Marine Laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Miami now investigates practically every kind 
of scientific problem related to the ocean. The work of 
many research agencies, including the U. S. Navy and 
the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution have contributed 
to this knowledge. 

When a barnacle larva settles down on an underwater 
surface, it crawls about for a while and then anchors itself 
firmly, by means of a special cement gland. Then it begins 
to change in shape and finally to grow its adult shell. Dur- 
ing this period it is particularly susceptible to poison and 
especially to copper and mercury compounds. 

In a good antifouling paint the copper or mercury dis- 
solves from the paint film just rapidly enough to keep a 
poisonous concentration near the surface. This prevents the 
normal attachment and growth of organisms. But it is not 
sufficient to add copper and mercury compounds to any 
paint or varnish. The poisonous materials may dissolve too 
quickly. In this case fouling would be prevented for a short 
time, but soon the paint would lose most of its copper or 
mercury by solution in the seawater and would then cease 
to be effective. Or if, on the contrary, the compounds were 
not soluble enough, then the paint would not provide a 

; a s

sufficiently concentrated copper or mercury solution at its 
surface to prevent fouling, even at the beginning. 

But, in order to understand the whys and wherefores of 
antifouling paints and so to be able to select them and use 
them intelligently, another complication must be taken into 
account. To simplify it, the paint may be looked upon as 
consisting of two parts, the matrix or body, consisting of 
resins and various other ingredients; and the toxic pigment, 
which is the poisonous mercury or copper compound from 
which the paint gets its color, usually. To start off, the 
toxic may be thought of as composed of separate particles 
which are embedded in the matrix like raisins in a pudding. 

With this idea in mind it is possible to see what is 
needed to make a good antifouling paint. This can be done 
in two ways, depending upon the kind of matrix. In the 
first kind of paint the matrix consists of resins which are 
relatively soluble in seawater, or which tend to dissolve, 
powder or chalk off rather quickly. In this type of paint, 
when first placed in water, the toxic particles exposed at 
the surface of the film will begin to dissolve and so prevent 
fouling. It will be like picking the raisins off the surface 
of a pudding. Pretty soon, there are no more raisins, or 
toxic particles, exposed to the solvent action of the sea. 
But if the matrix is also dissolving or chalking off as fast 
as the toxic dissolves, it will immediately and continuously

used for fishing, we chose boats which 
should appeal to still-water fishermen. 
None is intended for ocean going or 
even rough bay use, and they are not 
rated with such use in mind. All are 
made of alloys that are corrosion re- 
sistant in salt water and may be used 
in brackish, protected backwaters. 

Each of these boats was tested with 
a different horsepower motor. In two 
instances, the size motor selected was 
that recommended by the boat’s man- 
ufacturer and in one instance though 
the power used was less than the 
maximum recommended by the build- 
er, it was the largest power I consid- 
ered should be applied safely to the 
hull. 

The first of the boats tested was a 
9’ DuraCraft pram. This boat is a 
product of Ward Brothers Mfg. Co., 
450 East Gaines, Monticello, Arkan- 











sas. It is one of 16 DuraCraft alu- 
minum models, ranging from the 9 
pram through a 19’ cruiser. The pram 
lists for $149.50, is of welded and 
riveted construction, and weighs 80 
pounds. It is recommended for a 
maximum passenger or gear load of 
328 pounds and is rated for motors 
up to 3 horsepower. Frankly I feel 
that this boat can safély handle a 
little more than this so if you happen 
to have a Firestone, Hiawatha, or 
Scott-Atwater that develops 3.6 horse- 
power, you don’t have to write off the 
9’ DuraCraft as unsuited for your 
motor. 

I gave the boat an above-average 
rating for safety. With a 3 horse- 
power Johnson of 360 degree full- 
pivot reversing design, the motor 
could be spun at full throttle with no 
tendency to dip the transom under,

constructed of steel or galvanized metal. Oddly enough, 
one manufacturer of copper and brass products even de- 
signed a small experimental cabin cruiser of copper. None 
of these pre-war metal jobs were particularly successful. 
The two principal drawbacks were heavy weight and inabil- 
ity to stand up under salt water use without extensive main- 
tenance. 


Despite various motor angles and position of the 
author in the boat, the Duracraft would not get 
up on plane with a three horsepower motor. 





Today, however, these problems are a thing of the past. 
Outboard boats of aluminum alloy are made in every con- 
figuration from dinghies, prams, canoes, cartoppers and 
utilities to the plusher runabouts, day cruisers and cruisers. 
Including all designs in the 6’ through 25’ range, approxi- 
mately 150,000 aluminum boats were sold last year. At the 
1958 New York Boat Show slightly more than 17 per cent 
of all the boats shown were made of aluminum.

NAVIGATION 
LIGHTS 


By ELBERT ROBBERSON 


UPPOSE you have just a little “bitty” boat—and you 
very seldom navigate after sunset. Suppose the only 
time you do is when the fishing is good, and you just troll 
along the beach, keeping out of navigational channels. Or, 
suppose your boat is an open sailboat, and your only power 
is a small outboard to clamp on a bracket when the wind 
dies. Do you need to bother with running lights? 

You can bet your sweet paycheck, you do. Although no 
penalty is incurred by failure to carry lights during daylight 
hours, once the sun sets, you had better have them—and 
burning brightly until sunrise. Navigational lights are pre- 
scribed for Federal and International waters, and by many 
states for their own waters, for the purpose of preventing 
collision. If your boat is not properly lighted, collision may 
result; and in the case of such accident where proper lights

But what if you just want to poke outside of Jones Inlet, or 
cruise waters around Boston, Long Island, Miami, Los 
Angeles, or Seattle? As long as you stay within the three- 
mile limit, can you get by with the simpler combination of 
lights specified in Option 1? 

The answer is capital NO. The three-mile limit has noth- 
ing to do with whether the waters are “inland” or “high 
seas.”” You can be within a dozen yards of the beach and 
still be on the high seas, and subject to International Rules, 
and Option 2. : 

The boundaries of inland waters are given in Coast Guard 
Publication “CG 169,” entitled “Rules to Prevent Collision 
of Vessels and Pilot Rules for Certain Inland Waters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts and of the Coast of the Gulf of 
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2 Mi., HIGHER THAN 
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are not showing, you would have absolutely no standing in 
court. So, be sure you know your runninglights. 

Formerly, there were two separate rules for high-seas and 
inland waters. So, a boat in inland waters would carry one 
combination of lights, but when it got on the high seas, 
would have to switch to another. Conversely, a boat on the 
high seas would have to change its lights when entering 
Federal waters. 

What the new law says is that boats staying exclusively 
on inland waters may use the simple Option / lighting or, if 
they wish, the somewhat more complicated lights of Option 
2. A boat which navigates both inland and International 
waters may now get by with one arrangement of lights 
(Option 2) without having to switch. 

Fig. I is a simplified chart of running-light requirements 
for pleasure boats under 65-feet in length, and under 40- 
gross tons, operating on Inland waters, Western rivers, and 
the Great Lakes. A recent ruling states that in the case of 
boats with outboard motors or rudders, the white stern 
light may be set slightly to one side of the boat’s center line. 
Boats operating on the high seas, or International waters, 
must use the Optional 2 lights shown in Fig. 2. 

The question is, what are International waters? You 
know very well if your boat plies an inland lake or river.

Mexico.” In spite of the long title, this is a small book, 
and every boatman should have a copy, even though it is 
no longer required to be carried aboard, as it once was. 
Copies are obtainable from U. S. Coast Guard District 
Commanders. ° 

The general rule given in the Pilot Rules states in effect 
that at all buoyed entrances from the sea to bays, rivers, etc., 
a line approximately parallel with the general trend of the 
shore, drawn through the outermost buoy or other aid to 
navigation, is the boundary line between Federal and Inter- 
national waters. Thus, on the greater part of our coastline, 
you are on the high seas the instant you clear the outer 
channel buoys, and had better carry International running 
lights. This is a matter of International Treaty, and the 
Federal courts are not at all sympathetic to excuses. 

For major harbors, the Pilot Rules spell out lines of 
demarcation: as, for example, “Massachusetts Bay.—A line 
drawn from Cape Ann Lighted Whistle Buoy 2 to Boston 
Lightship; thence to Cape Cod Lighthouse.” The approxi- 
mate location of the lines of demarcation are shown in 
Fig. 3. 

On boats under 40-gross tons using Option 2, sidelights 
may be substituted for the combination red-and-green lan-

The American Boat and Yacht Council recommends that 
all lights should be mounted so as not to be obscured by 
sails, smoke, awnings or passengers, and in a level position 
to assure proper distances and arcs of visibility.

if it bothers your vision) which can be shown in sufficient 
time to prevent collision. 

A boat that is anchored or moored does not burn running 
lights. However, except in special areas which may be 
found marked on navigational charts, an anchor light must 
be shown in the forward part of a moored boat. On Federal 
waters, this light must be visible for one mile—on the high 
seas, too. 

Study the arrangement of all classes of lights so that when 
you encounter another boat you can tell which way he is 
going, and follow the appropriate rule of the road. And in 
waters where you may meet larger craft, that may appear to 
be seagoing express trains and be just about as dangerous 
to tangle with, be extra sure that you know your running 
lights, and keep well clear.

Waiting for a commission, young Naval Architect

F SOMEONE fitting-out this spring were to conjure up 
i an image of a perfect advisor, and then ask as well for 
a man with a deep affection for boats and the sea, an 
operator of one of the most successful yacht yards on Long 
Island Sound, a crack predicted-log cruiser racer, a Naval 
Architect and Marine Engineer, and a member or officer 
of practically every association in the marine field, he might 
be thinking of William Edgar John, president of William 
Edgar John & Associates, operators of the Milton Point 
Shipyards of Rye, New York. 

And if this boatman were also to ask for a man who has 
formulated some of the newest ideas of yacht preventative 
maintenance now in practice, a former racing hydro- 
plane designer and driver, and a constant watchdog .and 
advisor at the boating legislation conferences in Washing- 
ton, he has even more certainly Mr. John in mind. Add 66 
experienced packed years, an ironic sense of humor, 4 
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For many years and on many waters, Wm. 
Edgar John’s private signal, gold on a 
field of blue, has flown at the masthead.

formidable volubility, a romanticism mixed with shrewd 
Yankee practicality, and a liberal social conscience rare in 
self-made business men, it could be no one else but Bill 
John. 

Mr. John and I sat in his cozy pine-paneled office, while 
I asked him how he would go about fitting-out the boats in 
his yard for the coming season. 

“There is no fitting-out of boats in our yard in the usual 
sense,” he answered. “In reality, the boats that are stored 
in our care are never taken out of service.” 

Whereas most shipyards “mothball” a boat during the 
winter, the Milton Point yard begins to get the boat ready 
for the following season as soon as she is hauled. Skilled 
foremen in the carpenter, electrical, mechanical, rigging, 
and painting shops go over the boat from stem to stern 
and submit their findings, recommendations and estimates 
to the owner on a special printed survey form. This survey, 
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which is not free, averages about ten hours time and is 
included in the storage and hauling charges. 

“I constantly try to sell the idea to boat owners, that what 
they buy from this shipyard is hours of pleasure afloat, and 
the boat is the instrument they invest in for this purpose. 
Every hour they lose during a season due to failure of some 
part of the boat, is gone and cannot be regained. Our pre- 
ventative maintenance service is the insurance which they 
buy so that no hours of pleasure are wasted. A marine in- 
surance policy can compensate the owner for the loss of his 
boat, but it can’t pay, for cruising time lost due to faulty 
equipment.” 

Leaning back in his chair, Mr. John warmed up to the 
subject and lit into yachtsmen who neglect safety in the 
interest of penny-pinching. 

“Sometimes it seems as if the average yachtsman is more 
interested in buying a lot of gold-plated junk for his boat

than he is in keeping the boat safe. You'd be surprised at 
some of the things that these routine inspections turn up. 
We've found thru-hull fittings with the levers frozen in the 
open position, valves with the stems corroded off and in- 
operable, and engine exhaust systems that were a safety 
man’s nightmare.” 

The sailboat man especially, he pointed out, is inclined 
to consider the engine, “that poor chunk of iron tucked 
down in the depths of the bilge,” as just a necessary evil, 
The amount of inspection and maintenance it gets is little. 
Then ten miles off shore in a dead calm, or with a blown- 
out sail, he grinds the starter and wonders why it doesn’t 
spring to life. 

“A marine engine corrodes out before it wears out,” Bill 
John said, “and that goes for most other marine equipment 
as well.” 

With the almost obsessive thoroughness that Bill John 
insists upon, his men carry out a trouble-shooting inspection 
for corrosion damage before it can cause the owner grief.

Stowage Tips 
For Small Boats 


By ANN DAVISON 


Noted Yachtswoman and Author 


OME ponder the problems of navigation, others the 
technicalities of pilotage and handling their craft, but 
to me the big nag to do with boats is where to put things 
and how to keep them there. Oh, sure, I know all about a 
place for everything, etc., and believe me, I can get more 
aboard and out of sight than would choke a whale—as a 
boy who worked for me in the Bahamas used to say, “Mam, 
you’re the stowingest person I ever saw, when you stow 
things, they is stowed”—but the trick in this stowing situa- 
tion is to put things away so that they stay put, keep dry, 
are at all times accessible, and do not disturb the trim of 
the ship. Until recently I was never even within sight of 
these targets. And let me say right now, so far as not dis- 
turbing the trim of the ship, I am likely to be an all time 
loser, for when I go to sea I take everything and the kitchen 
stove.

In theory a writer needs only a pencil, some paper and 
divine inspiration to get going, but in practice he, or in this 
case, she, needs a whole officeful of equipment. Then there 
is my drawing and painting paraphernalia, a studio-ful of 
that even when reduced to the barest minimum. As well as 
personal, office and studio impedimenta, there are domestic, 
living and maintenance necessities, water, stores and boat 
gear. Owing to an error of anticipation, I once ran out of 
food and since then have been very cautious when com- 
puting amounts, multiplying by three after allowing for the 
longest possible time a particular passage could take. The 
result is too many corn beef hashes ashore, but better that 
than the other thing. 

Another time the only water tank sprang a leak where it 
could not be sealed, and consequently I am chary now of 
putting all my eggs into one basket so to speak. I like 
lots of small containers, quart or gallon size, that are easy 
to handle and can be tucked away into all sorts of nooks 
and crannies. A chat before sailing with the manager of 
the local food or drug store can produce a number of

INSTALLING OARLOCK SEATS 








Many small boats come from the factory without oar- 
lock seats, and owners have to install them. When buying a 
set and deciding on the best location (inboard or outboard 
of the gunwales) for them, it is necessary to think things 
out carefully. In the illustration, they were mounted in- 
board on a rather wide gunwale cap strip. Each time the 
oars were used, they chafed against the gunwale. After 
a while the oars were worn thin and had to be discarded. 
Plan your installation to avoid having the oars rub against 
parts of the boat in the course of both the stroke and the 
recovery. 


LIGHTING A BILGE 


When working in the engine compartment or other dark 
place in your boat during annual overhauling, have a large, 
old mirror handy to reflect sunlight inside the hull. This 
often saves stringing a number of extension cords across 
the boatyard to illuminate some dark corner for a quick job.

Know the Ropes 


Coil Your Lines Correctly 
By GORDON S. SMITH 


For a length of rope to look neat and be ready for use 
at a moment’s notice, a good boatman will either coil, fake 
or flemish down his line. Generally, a line is coiled down 
“with the lay” when it must be kept ready for emergency 
use, clear for running. The correct method is to coil a rope 
with the sun, that is clockwise. This is because of the twist 
imparted to the rope when manufactured. However, if it 
tends to kink while being coiled, a reverse twist has been 
worked into the rope. To take the twist out, the rope must 
be coiled counter-clockwise. Securing one end to a cleat, 
throwing the line overboard, and towing it through the 
water may help work out kinks in a new line. 

To make a neat coil, a loop of the leading end is laid and

successive bights or loops are placed carefully on top of 
each other. When the entire rope length has been used, 
some boatmen capsize the coil to leave it clear for running. 

A line is faked down when the whole length must be run 
out rapidly. Here, the leading end is laid down in a straight 
line and turned back first from the left and then from the 
right. The process builds up a series of figure eights. 

To be fancy and particularly neat, a line is flemished 
down. This is nothing more than coiling concentric circles, 
to form a spiral. The finished coil looks like a mat, but if 
left for a long time in one place it may discolor the deck. 
Don’t flemish down wet rope as it will not dry as well as a 
loose coil.

have a smelly old engine in his boat, that she didn’t need it. 
Well, we would find out. 

We began by making sail at the quai-side, saying goodby 
to the people who stayed behind to smile, and shoving-off. 

They had reason to smile. “Shoving-off” took an un- 
logged period of time. Not a breath of air disturbed the 
water, not a sign of departure could we make except to 
repeat embarrassed goodbyes and fend the boat off the 
stone quai with the long gaff. 

A welcome zephyr finally permitted steerage way, and we

ghosted out into the center of the stream to take advantage 
of the ebb which was making up. 

There were six of us aboard Floynelle: my mother and 
my wife, my brother Jack, a good sailor on a short leave 
from the Navy; and Claude and Michelle Nouel, French 
friends who knew and loved the Seine and had sailed it 
many times in their own boat. 

It should have been a pleasant sail down the lovely, civi- 
lized Seine River which twists and turns like a dancer 





through the fields and forests of provincial France, and then 
the English Channel to Le Havre. 

There was a crowd of traffic on the river. Tugs and tows; 
peniches of three, four, and five hundred tons carrying 
freight the length and breadth of France; and, worst, big 
ocean-going ships of five and ten thousand tons which ap- 
peared as monsters from the deck of our little “eight 
tonner.” 

We wondered if they would respect our right-of-way 
under sail, and knew that in the narrow confines of the river 
they often could not. Would they even believe that we 
didn’t have an engine under that spread of canvas? We'd 
been told that sailing the Seine was something of a novelty 
in a boat the size of ours without an auxiliary engine. 

There was cause for nervousness. 

At first no misfortune befell us as we discovered the 
fabled glories of the “most beautiful river in the world.” 
Charming old fields and farms ranging away in a green 
pattern of hedgerows, ancient Norman villages squatting 
beside the water, forests and great white chalk cliffs, cha- 
teaux that told of the grandeur France once afforded, and 
the neat, bright, proud, immaculate hulls of canal freighters, 
all tended like prize yachts. 

We had plenty of time to enjoy the scenery. Our progress 
consisted more of floating downstream than sailing, but—as 
the former owner had said—the boat didn’t need an engine. 
She handled like a dream in light airs. 

But there were flat calms when the only steerage way 
possible was by one of the crew getting into the dinghy, 
taking a bow line, and towing FN out of the way of the 
ships charging up and down the stream. Well, that was part 
of the fun and the adventure of sailing the river. No one 
complained. But Claude and Michelle Nouel had responsi- 
bilities ashore to get home to, work and family. My broth- 
er’s Navy leave was nearly up. We were reluctant to detain 
them. But the wind was reluctant, as well.

a boat of this size and type. Finished in Pacific green with 
cove-green trim, red upholstery and yellow tile on the floor- 
ing, it is pleasantly spacious and airy during hot summer 
days when the numerous windows are all open. When the 
weather turns cold in the spring and fall, the windows can 
be closed, making it a snug, cheery place in which to gather 
for a game and a mug of coffee. 

The U-shaped dinette can accommodate 10 without 
crowding. At night, the fore-and-aft sections of the dinette 
convert into two full-size single berths. For privacy, a 
Modernfold door shuts the sleeping area off from the rest 
of the room. Two big wardrobes easily hold enough clothes 
for a lengthy cruise. 

An L-shaped layout is used for the galley equipment. 
Included in this area are a four-burner gas range with oven 
beneath, a 10-cu. ft. Frigidaire refrigerator, and a double 
sink with hot and cold running water. Base and wall cabi- 
nets hold dishes, silverware, pots, pans and food out of sight 
yet instantly available for use. There’s many an apartment 
kitchen that doesn’t have as much room as this galley. 

Opposite the galley is a small tiled lavatory. Just aft of 
this is a portable ladder leading up to the previously men- 
tioned hatch in the pilothouse flooring. 

We can get into the engine room either by going through 
a door in the bulkhead at the after end of the galley-dinette 
or by letting ourselves through a hatch in the afterdeck. 

By placing the two engines in the stern, more livable space 
is provided in the owner’s quarters and the engine com- 
partment becomes a roomy unit with full headroom and 
plenty of light, and ventilation. The strength bulkhead at 
the forward end completely isolates the compartment from 
the rest of the boat, reducing engine noise and increasing 
safety. Everything in the engine room is completely acces- 
sible. 

The engines themselves are Model CM 275 Crusaders 
equipped with Paragon reverse gears and dual four-barrel 
carburetors. Each engine produces 275 maximum shaft 
horsepower at 4,250 rpm and 220 continuous-duty shaft 
horsepower at 3,600 rpm. 

We selected this power plant after making a careful sur- 
vey of the field. Since it has an 8:1 compression ratio, 
which is comparatively low for this class of engine, it burns 
regular white gasoline instead of premium fuel. Its dry 
weight (825 Ib.) is just about the lowest in the field. Its 
torque (400 Ib.-ft. @ 2,800 rpm) is excellent. And it is 
comparatively economical to operate because of the fine 
tolerances to which it is built, the carefully thought-out 
manifolding and the distinctive valve arrangement. 

Stub shafts lead from the engines to Walter RV-30 V- 
Drives. In planning a boat this size, long experience has 
proved that the optimum rpm for the propellers is between 
1,000 and 1,800. Since the Crusaders turn 3,600 rpm at 
their continuous horsepower rating and 4,250 rpm at their 
maximum horsepower, a 3:1 reduction gear in each of the 
V-drives was indicated. 

Walter’s standard RV-30 V-drive with 3:1 reduction 
gear is rated for use with but 4.5 hp per 100 rpm, while the 
Crusaders develop a little over 6 hp per 100 rpm. To allow 
the V-drives to take the additional horsepower, Walter fab- 
ricated specially hardened gears for the units. 

While conventional V-drives use angle gears to change 
the direction of the drive, Walter V-drives employ unique 
close-coupled needle-bearing universal joints. These joints 
not only make the units unusually compact and reasonable 
in price, but, since they are fully encased and constantly 
lubricated by the oil in the gear housing, they are especially 
suitable for high-speed heavy-duty operation. 

Monel tail shafts lead from the V-drives through copper 
shaft tubes, bronze stuffing boxes, and bronze struts with 
Goodrich Cutless rubber bearings, to 24x24-inch bronze 
three-bladed propellers.

The engines are cooled with fresh water. We decided to 
use fresh water instead of sea water because we wanted the 
engines to last for years and years with a minimum of main- 
tenance. We have seen far too many eng.nes either die 
prematurely or require extensive rebuilding because sea- 
water cooling has been used. The salt in sea water may 
induce corrosion and electrolysis, may cause leaks and 
cracks and may plug up the cooling passages. Preventative 
maintenance being the best and least-expensive form of 
maintenance there is, fresh-water cooling is an important 
consideration for expensive gasoline marine engines. 

Sen-Dure heat exchangers are employed to keep the fresh 
water at the proper temperature. A heat exchanger does for 
a marine engine’s cooling system what a radiator does for a 
car engine’s cooling system. The only difference is that the 
fresh water in the heat exchanger is cooled by a stream of 
pump-impelled sea water, while the water in the radiator is 
cooled by a stream of fan-impelled air. 

Each heat exchanger looks like a long, small-diameter 
tank. The inside is jammed with tubes, much like the in- 
terior of a steam boiler. The fresh water is pumped through 
the tubes while the sea water is pumped through the casing 
surrounding the tubes. As the two types of water pass each 
other, the sea water cools the fresh water. 

Four Elastomer resilient neoprene silencers muffle the 
roar of the engines to a minimum of mumble. These silenc- 
ers are a brand-new product. They are extremely light in 
weight and, since they are made of neoprene and thus can’t 
rust or corrode, are guaranteed for 10 years. 

On the starboard side of the engine room, there is a work- 
bench with a tool board over it. All of the tools necessary 
for the proper maintenance of all machinery are mounted 
on this board. 

Fresh water is delivered under pressure to all taps by 
means of a Crowell water-pressure system that is located 
on the port side of the engine room. This system consists 
basically of an electric pump, a pressure tank and an auto- 
matic pressure-regulating switch. Its capacity is five to 
eight gallons per minute. To maintain the proper pressure 
in the system, the pump starts when the pressure drops to 
13 Ib. per sq. in. and stops when the pressure rises to 25 Ib. 
per sq. in. The motor automatically shuts off if the fresh- 
water tanks run dry. 

A Wix Galley Maid water heater with 10-gallon storage 
tank is installed adjacent to the water-pressure system. This 
utilizes the waste heat from the port main engine, running 
the hot water from the engine’s cooling system through 
heating coils to heat the ship’s-service water. Fiberglass 
insulation keeps the water hot for many hours after the 
engine is shut down, and an auxiliary electric heater insures 
hot water during extended shut-downs. 

One main engine is equipped with a standard 12-volt 
generator. The other engine has a Leece-Neville heavy-duty 
110-volt, 100-amp. generating system consisting of an alter- 
nator, a rectifier, a regulator and a 110-volt d.c. power unit. 
When the main engines are operating, these two systems 
charge, respectively, a Surrette 12-volt heavy-duty battery 
that is used for starting, and a bank of Surrette 110-volt bat- 
teries that are employed for lighting and operating all of 
the various electrical appliances. 

When the yacht is tied up in a slip with shore current 
available, a Smith-Meeker marine power rectifier converts 
the a.c. dock-line power into d.c. and recharges the 110-volt 
batteries. When riding at anchor, a 1,350-watt U. S. Motors 
115-volt d.c. generator driven by an air-cooled gasoline 
engine provides electricity to the 110-volt batteries. A Ward 
Leonard battery-charging rheostat enables the charging rate 
to be adjusted from the maximum down to one-tenth of the 
maximum rate. Natalie will thus never be without electric- 
ity no matter how little she is operated or in what manner 
she is moored.

To operate the a.c. motor in the refrigerator, a Sangamo 
500-watt, 110-volt a.c. generator set is installed. This is 
driven by a d.c. motor that receives its power from the 
110-volt d.c. batteries. Standing guard over the entire 
electrical system is an elaborate custom-constructed switch- 
board that is equipped with circuit breakers instead of fuses. 

Natalie IV is the product of teamwork by three men— 
Frank Mayer, Allen Beechel and the author of this article. 

Frank Mayer is Natalie’s owner. An old-time yachts- 
man, he has an inquisitive mind, definite ideas concern- 
ing what he wants and a flair for communicating them to 
others. 

All of his Natalies have been custom-built craft. Natalie 
III, the present Natalie’s predecessor, is a 42-footer with a 
deep, beamy, almost trawler-like hull. Powered by a Gen- 
eral Motors 6-71 diesel, she cruises comfortably all day, 
day in and day out, at an easy 10 knots. She was designed 
to go to sea and stay there in all kinds of weather. 

A couple of seasons’ use has proved that she can do 
exactly what she was designed to do, and do it well—but 
that this form of cruising, while relaxing and economical, 
is not the ultimate as far as Mayer is concerned. He 
quickly tired of owning one of the slowest yachts in the 
fleet. Also, he discovered that, while the Natalie III could 
take heavy weather, he could not, so that despite owning 
a sea-going cruiser, he was actually spending no more time 
underway than his neighbors who owned lighter-built, 
faster craft. And, finally, he decided that he wanted a 
larger, roomier boat. 

So he sat down at his drawing board and produced a set 
of preliminary sketches of a 49-footer which was to become 
Natalie IV. These sketches, almost professionali in execu- 
tion, showed a boat that maintained Natalie III’s basic lay- 
out, but expanded it in all directions, resulting in a larger 
lounge, a much roomier pilothouse, less cramped after 
quarters and a spacious afterdeck. He made her 49 feet 
long because he felt that this resulted in the largest boat 
that could be maintained and operated without benefit of 
a full-time crew. Since one of his prime considerations 
was increased speed, he decided to power her with twin 
gasoline engines. 

With his preliminary sketches in hand, Mayer went to 
see Allen Beechel in his Newark, N. J., studic. Beechel is 
a marine artist who is well on his way toward becoming 
one of today’s outstanding recorders of maritime Ameri- 
cana. His work, which appears regularly in POPULAR BoAT- 
ING and other magazines, had attracted Mayer’s interest so 
much that Mayer wanted to ask his advice concerning the 
styling and decoration of the proposed boat. During the 
conversation, Mayer asked Beechel whom he would rec- 
ommend to do the actual designing of the boat. Since 
Beechel and I have worked together on a number of 
projects over the years, he suggested that I be given the 
commission. 

The first problem was how to enclose his arrangement 
plan in the best possible hull form. What was desired was a 
high-speed offshore cruiser with houseboat-like room 
aboard. With an estimated cruising speed of 17 to 18 knots, 
Natalie IV has a 2.53 speed-length ratio. This ratio puts her 
right on the borderline where either a round-bottom or a 
V-bottom hull can be employed. Because of the possibility 
that more powerful engines might be installed at some later 
date, we decided to give her a V bottom. So V-bottom she 
is. But she is far from being a conventional V-bottom 
boat, which pounds and tends to yaw at speed. 

To eliminate pounding, I made her forward bottom 
sections slightly convex and gave her a deep forefoot. To 
insure directional stability at speed, I appended a deep 
keel to the deep forefoot. To decrease the wetted surface 
added by this deep keel, I faired the bottom into the keel 
with quick reverse curves at the garboards.

When I drew in the forward topside sections with their 
graceful flare, I found that they faired smoothly into the 
convex bottom sections, resulting in a novel hull that is 
round-bottom forward and V-bottom aft with no straight 
sections anywhere except at the bottom of the transom. 
This is a hull that, in theory at least, is one of the most 
advanced in the light of present-day knowledge. 

I added oak spray rails at the chines and carried these 
rails forward to the bow along the projections of the chine 
lines. The bottom edges of these rails are at right angles to 
the hull’s sides and the lower outer corners are left sharp. 
They deflect all spray outward, preventing it from climb- 
ing the hull. This both reduces the wetted surface of the 
hull and keeps the spray from flying into the faces of pas- 
sengers on deck. Any planing boat fitted with spray rails 
quickly gains the reputation of being a “dry” boat. 

Natalie 1V’s construction plan calls for white oak in the 
keel, stem and frames. Her planking is in two layers, white 
cedar inside and mahogany outside. The transom is made 
up of two similar layers and its unique dinghy well is lined 
with resin-impregnated fiberglass. The decking, which is 
laid over fir beams and oak carlings, also consists of two 
layers: Y-inch Prestwood inside and %-inch teak outside. 
Varnished-mahogany planksheers provide an effective con- 
trast to the natural finish of the teak. 

To guarantee that the hull will retain its shape as it grows 
old, an Oregon pine hogging girder is installed inside the 
frames along each side of the boat. This structural mem- 
ber is used far too seldom today. A better name for it is 
anti-hogging girder. Each girder runs in a gradual curve 
from the after end of the chine up to the sheer amidships 
and then back down to the bilge near the stem. Its function 
is to keep the hull from bending up in the middle. To 
understand the necessity for such a member, one need only 
visit almost any boatyard and inspect the older boats there. 
Far too many have sheers that, once graceful, are now 
#ogged, and ends that, once perky, are now sagging with 
age. 

In addition four plywood structural bulkheads give the 
hull transverse strength. 

Ventilation has been given special consideration. Besides 
the generous screened windows and portlights, there are 
numerous ventilators and several blowers. A ventilator in 
the forward deck feeds air to the forward quarters. Four 
ventilators in the side decks take care of the tank compart- 
ment. And six ventilators in the side planking and tran- 
som supply and exhaust engine-room air. Blowers are 
fitted in the tank compartment, the engine room and the 
galley. 

Among the items of equipment are three bilge pumps, 
one electric-driven and two hand-operated; three fire ex- 
tinguishers, one in the engine room, one in the galley and 
one in the forward quarters; and two CO, systems, one in 
the engine room and one in the tank compartment. A 
Tide-Ride boarding ramp is installed on deck for use when 
tied up alongside a pier. This gadget makes boarding a 
pleasure instead of a peril because it automatically adjusts 
to remain horizontal no matter how much the tide rises and 
falls. 

Natalie IV was built at the Nevins Yacht Yard on New 
York’s City Island. This famous organization did its usual 
excellent job. The construction is fine and strong, the joiner 
work is impeccable and the finish is flawless. 

As you read this, we'll be out somewhere on Long Island 
Sound on a shakedown cruise.—JOHN KINGDON.

The flood tide caught us at night between dark shores, 
with a forested slope high on the left bank and low meadows 
behind a levy on the right bank. 

No motor. We had to anchor and wait for the ebb. Jack 
got into the dinghy and towed FN close inshore in the black 
shadow of the left bank, the safer, deeper side of the river. 
Four hours later we were underway again, in the same light 
airs and the cold, ripe darkness before dawn. 

With daylight we got wind. It came up with the sun like 
a lion and blew stronger as the sun grew brighter. A breeze 
in the snake-like Seine valley blows all direction in two 
directions: up-stream and down-stream, following the twist- 
ing contour of the river. 

We beat into the wind pouring up from seaward, and as 
we advanced we appreciated more than ever the sailer quali- 
ties of our little Norwegian vessel. She charged through the 
water like a lean racer, faster and faster, fighting the flood 
when it took hold again, and making headway in spite of it. 
But the going was altogether too wet and dangerous with 
full canvas on her. 

So we doused sail and shifted to a racing storm-sail, even 
then we continued to advance, close-hauled and bucking a 
flood tide strong enough to heei channel buoys thirty de- 
grees from vertical. 

But our luck didn’t last, and before the evening quite 
turned into night the wind had slackened, in typical Channel 
fashion, leaving us reaching down the estuary and making 
open sea under full sail again. And no motor. 

Outside the wide river mouth, where the water spread 
itself over miles of shallow mud banks, the seas were piled 
up and confused from the earlier, stronger winds. What 
wind was left was in the north-west, so that from the sea- 
buoy, which marked the channel entrance to the Seine, we 
laid our course to north’ard toward Le Havre, close hauled 
again and moving slowly. 

At two A.M. we rounded the breakwater entrance at 
Le Havre and stood-in to the little yacht harbor, moored 
alongside the Nouel’s sloop, and “took a final tuck in the 
mainbrace splice”—a hearty drink for all hands. 

Claude and Michelle talked of how much they enjoyed 
the trip, but we knew that Claude had missed a couple of 
important business appointments because of our delay. 

They were good and kind friends, and didn’t mention our 
lack of a motor. 

But more than earning, spending, or losing money is in- 
volved in sailing without an engine; there were some times 
when I would have traded my stock in paradise for a 
“kicker.” 

Like when we left Le Havre. It was two A.M. again on 
a date in November, not the best time of the year to sail in 
the Channel because of flukey Winds and frequent storms, 
but we wanted to move the boat to Cherbourg for the win- 
ter. The weather was unusually fair and warm and the wind, 
again, scarcely a zephyr. 

There were just three of us this trip: my wife; Charles, a 
friend from Cherbourg; and myself. 

We dropped the mooring, sheeted down and ghosted out 
from amongst the sleeping boats lying around us. FN 
heeled gently and whispered ahead slowly through the dark 
water. It was a simple matter to maneuver to windward 
through the craft moored forward of us. There was no 
moon, but our eyes were accustomed to the darkness, and 
my hand was light on the tiller. 

So far we were happy to be without an engine this time. 
It was infinitely more fun to set sail like a great, graceful 
bird—in harmony with nature rather than in competition 
with it. I still may never learn to love a clattering kicker 
as much as tall, white sails at a time like this. 

But we moved slowly, too slowly. There would probably 
be wind, with the rising sun; but the tide was beginning to

ebb—we had to catch the ebb. And if we were lucky and 
got a favorable wind, we could ride the current all the way 
to Cherbourg. 

I am convinced that wind and tide are seldom in collabo- 
ration except to torment poor sailormen. We barely had 
steerage way, and outside the breakwater entrance the wind 
died away altogether. Floynelle lay becalmed in the dark- 
ness, sitting on a gently swelling and shimmering sea of 
paint. 

The harbor lights that had beckoned us into Le Havre a 
month before now flashed their signals with tireless concern 
for our safety. We checked them by eye and by compass 
and realized that we were being set down to the north 
towards bad water full of wrecks and shallows. We did not 
want to go aground or wash onto a hulk with an ebb tide 
under us. 

We had an anchor ready to let go, of course, but felt we 
did not need it quite yet. We had drifted to center channel. 
Suddenly the liner United States made her entrance from 
the dark like a giant, floating Christmas tree blazing with 
light. She was heading for us and passed very close aboard. 
I don’t know whether they ever saw us from the bridge. 
We put a flashlight beam on the mainsail, but we were 
powerless string-pulling sailors, and our graceful bird had 
become a sitting duck. We had a respectable scare for a 
few minutes. 

Later that morning Charles fended off a wreck buoy onto 
which we drifted. But we didn’t feel that we were in grave 
danger until the afternoon of the following day. By this 
time we were 24 hours behind schedule and had gone into 
port to wait for wind and to call my office in Paris. 

The boss was out, but I left word that I’d probably be in 
the following day. Of course, I added, nothing is ever sure, 
sailing the Channel in November. Something was said 
about the boss not being amused by my nautical adventures. 

The tone of voice on the other end of the wire was sharp, 
so we decided to try rounding the headland on the ebb that 
afternoon. If the wind held, it might give us three or four 
knots; we thought that we should be in Cherbourg before 
dark. 

But by the time we had Barfleur light abeam, the wind 
had gone the way of all lazy unreliables, and we were 
ghosting again, right through the nasty chop of the Race, 
hoping and praying a little as well that we’d make it round 
the buoys north of the Equets and the Basses du Renier 
rocks. A four to five knot current was setting us down 
towards the rocks, and the little wind we had threatened 
to vanish completely. If the wind failed, we were sure to 
go onto the rocks . . . unless we could find holding ground 
for the anchor—hardly likely here. 

But the wind held—just—and powerlessly we “scraped” 
around the famous, treacherous corner. 

Then we had to work our way back inshore so that we 
wouldn’t drift on past the Cherbourg entrance in a calm. 
It was close, but we made that arrival too. 

Not, however, when the arrival was planned. 

Nor even in the afternoon, a day late. 

It was eleven P.M when we finished towing FN to a club 
mooring, Charles manpowering the dinghy this time, and 
made fast for the night. 

The romance of sail was fading, and we were tired and 
in trouble at the office. We would have been grateful in- 
deed for a dirty old stink-pot of an engine to get us home. 

So we installed an engine in Floynelle, which made every- 
body happy. 

We still sneak a straight sail whenever possible, and con- 
venient, to leave the beloved, noisy, new thing properly 
shut-off. But we know it’s down below just waiting—a 

powerful persuader for waves and weather to behave.

handy sized containers suitable for holding water. But 
watch out for any that have been used for castor oil. Simply 
boiling them out won’t do. I know. Just skip them. Inci- 
dentally, old chianti bottles have their uses besides being 
decorative. Dipped in the sea and hung in the breeze they 
provide cool drinking water on boats that don’t aspire to 
ice or refrigeration. (Evaporation; goat skin principle; par- 
don me for mentioning it.) They also add a charmingly 
insouciant air to a small ship under way... . 

Lockers and drawers I abhor in a small sailboat. They 
are a natural for mold, mice and cockroaches, and as for 
the contents they are supposed to contain, the adage “out 
of sight out of mind” might have been coined for me in this 
respect. By the time I remember what is hidden away it is 
too late. Moreover, the contents of a locker have a way of 
churning up in a heavy sea so that when you open the door 
the whole lot comes ravening at you with a ferocity to match 
the conditions outside. Such articles as cannot be stowed 
in rubber bags or pop-ins, I keep on open shelves or fastened 
to bulkheads. The rubber bags are surplus equipment, 
originally designed for the preservation of dinghy transmit- 
ters, and they are as wide but only half as long as the 
standard dufflebag, so they are easy to pack and unpack, 
handle and stow. They really do keep things dry, and they 
have interesting suggestions stenciled on the outside, such as 
“OPEN BY CUTTING NECK WITH KNIFE” which 
seems drastic if expedient.

The pop-ins are my own invention by necessity out of 
what was available, and what was available was some pretty 
heavy canvas of the kind you’d find on a ship with head eyes 
and mast hoops and that tears the fingers off your nails if 
you dare to touch it, and I often wonder how I came by it. 
However, it makes substantial pop-ins, which are open bags 
of any depth or width desired. The top of one of the open 
edges is screwed to a bulkhead, or any suitable surface, and 
into them you pop all those things you’re at a loss to put 
anywhere else for the moment, the sweater you don’t need 
now but will later, pencils, notebooks, screwdrivers and the 
stray nut and bolt. Their great charm is that you always 
know where to look for anything you’ve lost, because even 
if you haven’t put it there someone else will have done so, 
and you can remove them for cleaning, or for good, without 
having to go to a shipyard to do so. 

Before the advent of shock cord in my sailing life, I 
restrained objects on shelves by wooden bars or metal rods. 
These were often aggravating to manipulate in the confines 
of a smal! cabin and they had an unfailing proclivity for 
jamming in moments of stress. Now, with shock cord 
threaded through screw eyes everything is under control, 
and I can keep a stern eye on those objects that would other- 
wise get mildewed or mislaid in a locker. If they are light, 
it is enough to make figure of eight knots each end of the 
shock cord to keep the tension on it and hold it in place, 
but if they are heavy, I use strong glider type cord, splicing 
one end to a screw eye and the other end to a snap hook 
for snapping on to an eye. My sextant has withstood some 
fairly withering conditions strapped against a bulkhead like 
this without moving an inch, yet at the same time being 
readily accessible. 

“Simplicate and add more lightness” was a motto in the 
earlier days of aviation, and I believe it applies equally well 
to small boats, though I am afraid the lightness part will 
always defeat me.—ANN DAVISON

ington come down for their vacations, setting trotlines 
baited with pieces of eel, and netting the catch as the luck- 
less crabs are drawn up alongside. Amateurs are permitted 
a set up to 300 feet of line. In excess of that length, a game 
warden is likely to pounce and ask for the crabber’s com- 
mercial license. Under normal conditions, the season lasts 
from April Fool’s Day through Thanksgiving. 

The Chesapeake bugeye is a vessel as distinctive to the 
Bay as the pirogue to the Louisiana bayous, the English 
punt, or the Chinese junk. You might describe a bugeye as 
a hand-hewn log canoe, decked-over and sharp-rigged in a 
streamlined version of the Indian dugouts. The redmen of 
colonial times built fires in tremendous logs, scooping out 
the charred wood with their stone implements to fashion a 
boat. But don’t get the idea that a bugeye you'd find 
anchored in Little Choptank’s estuary or out skimming past 
Smith Point would be a crude craft. Today’s bugeye is 
likely to be a staunch ship of a hundred tons or more with 
tall raked masts that lean sharply aft, a keen clipper bow, 
and enough Bay “guts” in her insides to sail proudly long 
after fancier vessels have snugged down in a protected 
harbor. The bugeye is the Bay’s pride, but also the Chesa- 
peake’s workboat. 

With hawse holes cut in her bow, similar to the eyes once 
painted on the prow, this type of vessel can bear a resem- 
blance to a deer’s head and therefore a “buck’s eye,” slurred 
into “bugeye” by the passage of time. Another yarn con- 
cerning the origin of the name relates that a light placed in 
the bow and shining through the hawse holes looked like a 
“bug’s eye” from head on. Technically, the craft are classi- 
fied as schooners as fa* as ship’s papers are concerned. In 
practice, they have always been known as bugeyes. 

A recent report from Regent, Virginia, states that C. C. 
Dunlevy is still fishing and oystering from a log canoe he 
inherited from his father over 70 years ago, and she’s “still 
sound.” Famed for durability and seaworthiness, these hulls 
were constructed of whole tree trunks bolted together and 
hollowed out with adzes. Since a scarcity of suitable trees 
slowed this production design, Bay boatmen turned to the 
Chesapeake deadrise, a vertical-planked V-bottom hull. A 
common length for fishing and cruising boats is just under 
40 feet. 

The Bay is a spawning ground for many famous pleasure 
craft as well. Maryland leads, with noted names like Cruis 
Along, Chris Craft, Balco Yachts, Owens, Topper, Trumpy, 
General Motorboat, Molded Products, Revel Craft, Ralph 
Wiley, Beall Boat Shops, Henry Harvey, College Mill, 
Charles Ulmer, and Swedish Boating among the boat and 
equipment manufacturers and suppliers. Ancarrow Marine 
and Associated Naval Architects are among the Virginia 
builders. 

The Chesapeake has been the scené of notable races un- 
der sail. Every other year, alternating with the classic East 
Coast race from Newport, R. I., to Bermuda, the Newport- 
Annapolis race for offshore cruisers has tested the top sail- 
ing craft in a run down the coast and up the Chesapeake. 
In 1957 it was successfully reversed, with the start at An- 
napolis in order to get the light unpredictable airs of the 
summer Chesapeake over with at once. But instead of a 
ghosting match while fighting foul tides down to the Chesa- 
peake Lightship turning point, last year’s racers reefed down 
for a windward beat, once more proving that the Bay can 
offer every kind of weather. 

But the tempo and atmosphere are usually restful. “Thar’s 
a peace of mind hyar on the shore most city folks never 
find,” said a weathered sailor, squinting at me from under

blue eyes wrinkled by years of outdoor exposure. “Business 
might do better if people come down to fish a bit, just settin’ 
in a pungy watching the sun go down. Make you chargin’- 
around folks relax.” 

Carry along fitted screens or temporary cotton netting, 
weighted at the edges, if you intend to linger along many 
Chesapeake shores. I have seen Assateague Island so in- 
fested with black flies that the wild horses (whose ancestors 
swam ashore from shipwrecks) standing immersed in water 
to their necks trying to escape the bites of these pests. It’s 
a case for a generous dose of insecticide plus a change of 
wind to a sailing man. On a power boat, the reasonable 
solution is to swing the wheel for the opposite shore. You 
won't have any complaint about mosquitoes, since they’re 
rare. 

You will discover endless tiers of fish traps extending off 
the beach with the occasional problem of half-submerged 
broken spars that don’t show on top. Stay well clear. Navi- 
gation is a matter of simple pilotage since aids are frequent, 
the shore line fairly close, and you don’t have the problem 
of spotting reefs. Along the upper reaches of the Bay, the 
water is almost fresh, enough so that a morning swim is 
both refreshing and can double as a bath. 

St. Michaels is a boating headquarters for racing as well 
as recreational cruising. You'll meet folks like Dr. William 
A. Lindaberry of Springfield, Pennsylvania, who keeps his 
cruiser in Baltimore and manages to sneak away from the 
professional world long enough to make a leisurely swing 
of the Chesapeake each summer. Or, if you’re simply out 
shopping, try any of a hundred towns like Solomons, Kin- 
sale, or Georgetown where boating is a way of life and the 
old salts are willing to yarn as long as you'll listen. Take a 
side trip to historic Annapolis, recently in the junior skip- 
per limelight when eleven-year-old Edgar “Don’t call’ me 
Edgar, call me Tiger” Petrini, son of a Chesapeake boat- 
builder, drove his Houn’ Dog to a record 28.461 mile an 
hour speed in a Junior Utility class regatta. Tiger is already 
a member of the powerboating’s select Gulf Hall of Fame. 
They start °em boating young down there on the Bay. 

For a fishing challenge, try your luck with “Diamond 
Jim,” a free swimming striped bass decorated with a gold 
tag bearing a diamond in its center. Anyone landing this 
prize on rod and reel is due for a bankroll boost. The 
League of Maryland Sportsmen, the Maryland Department 
of Information, and a Baltimore brewery have combined to 
offer a fat cash prize to the lucky angler—meanwhile pub- 
licizing sport fishing in Chesapeake Bay. 

More and more boatmen come to cruise the Chesapeake 
and side with Captain John Smith when he said, “Heaven 
and earth never agreed better to frame a place for man’s 
habitation . . .”

and certainly with this much power the boat couldn’t be 
over-turned by motor alone. 

The inside bottom was finished with a non-skid cover- 
ing material that offered sure footing. The metal finish, 
with one exception, was free of any sharp or jagged pro- 
trusions that would be likely to cut the feet or hands of 
passengers. The lone exception to this was created by one 
of the boat’s inherently good construction features. To gain 
added strength and to prevent side slipping with a wind 
abeam as well as skidding in turns, three evenly spaced keels 
are provided by the simple expedient of stamping V-shaped 
crimps into the bottom. The two seats, one just slightly 
forward of the transom and the other placed forward of 
amidships, are styrofoam filled to offer flotation and 
are riveted to the sides and the bottom. At the bottom 
of the seats a person could conceivably bang up his toes if 
he caught them between these grooves and the seat bot- 
toms. 

This boat is likely to have its greatest appeal as a break- 
in rig for youngsters, though in smooth water it could take 
one or two adults out for an evening’s fishing. 

As to comfort, the DuraCraft rates average, judging her 
on a comparison basis with other 9’ prams. Her aft seat 
is located 9” forward of the transom. Since the boat in this 
horsepower range will obviously be tiller steered, this offers 
the helmsman a fairly comfortable tiller grip without caus- 
ing him to bang the controls into the middle of his back 
each time he wants to alter course. Both seats are 10” deep, 
3914” broad and the metal seat tops are 11” above the boat 
bottom. The half-round rivetted-on sheer rails offer a com- 
fortable hand grip, and the two conveniently located stern 
handles and the bow lifting handles are well located for 
carrying the boat, lifting it to a car roof, or stowing it in 
a station wagon. 

In adaptability, we gave the DuraCraft pram a below 
average rating, though this was largely based on one of the 
features that led to her exceptionally high rating for dura- 
bility. The hull can serve to carry a limited load of children 
or adults for fishing on ponds, small protected lakes and 
streams. She can also serve double duty as a tender to be 
carried aboard cruisers, or can be used as a rowboat. 
Though the model I tested was painted an olive drab and 
was intended for use in publicity photographs as a ducker, 
I wouldn’t consider her stable enough to make a very good 
shooting platform. Personally, if I were using her for fish- 
ing, I would do my casting sitting down. Since neither the 
DuraCraft nor any of her compatriots in the 9’ category 
should be powered by anything other than an extremely 
modest sized motor, she can’t be used as a ski tow boat 
and is too small to warrant selection as a skin diver’s plat- 
form or a utility boat for the underwater photographer. 

Yet the very factor that was to lead to the DuraCraft’s 
excellent rating in durability was the one thing that beat it 
down to below-average in adaptability. I selected the Dura- 
Craft as what I thought to be the most honestly and solidly 
built of all the aluminum prams I have seen. Some of her 
competitors are made out of little more than cigarette pack- 
age foil and the more sturdily built ones are generally con- 
structed of .032” to .051” gauge metal. The DuraCraft 
is made of .058” stock and rough use won’t put her out of 
commission. This makes her a bit heavier for her size than 
many of her competitors (some are as light as 35 to 40 
pounds) and may cause the man of the house a bit of in- 
convenience lugging the boat around for the kids. The 
DuraCraft couldn’t be any more rugged if she were con- 
structed of armor plate. The workmanship showed care 
and good construction supervision. 

Her styling was above average, for though the squarish 
pram is hardly a thing of beauty, judged in comparison with 
other ‘prams, her flare ranging from 32” at the bottom to 
39” at the top of the transom and a taper from a 44” ex- 
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treme topside beam to 31” at the bow gives her a neat ap- |. 





pearance in the water. She missed an excellent in styling | | 
only in the somewhat sloppy manner in which the non-skid | | 


floor surfacing had been applied. 
Try as I would with the 3 horse Johnson twin, I could 
not get the DuraCraft to plane with my approximately 180 


pound fully clothed weight. I tried different motor angles | ' 


and even sprawled out well forward in the boat. I have 
been able to get other 9-footers onto plane with 3 h.p. so 


that I could get an actual clocking on an Aquameter which 4 
has a minimum reading of 5 mph, so we gave the Dura-| | 


Craft a below average as a speedster. However, if you are 
planning to get a pram and hang a 2 to 4 h.p. motor on the 
transom, who cares about speed? So in the 9’ square-ender 
category, dollar for dollar, I consider the DuraCraft a 
good buy. 

The second boat tested was the Duratech Model V-12, 
a modified V-bottom 12-footer. The manufacturer adver- 
tises it as a hard chined design, but actually it has a rounded 
bottom at the stern which will be favored by most buyers. | 
The Model V-12, manufactured at Peekskill, N. Y., and 
one of 16 aluminum Duratech models of 8’ to 19’, lists at 
$285 f.o.b. plus a $5 packing charge. The hull is fitted with 
three seats and equipped with styrofoam flotation, secured 
under the seats. Though the builder rates the boat to a 
maximum of 10 horsepower, I considered it over-rated and 
settled on a 5% h.p. motor, which offered quite satisfactory 
performance. I would hesitate to power it with more than 
a 7% since at top speed with the 5% and one person 
aboard, it tended to slide in the turns, and at slow speed 
before coming on plane it rode with its bow quite high. 

Tests of all three boats were conducted under somewhat 
adverse wind conditions, with gusts to 20 mph. These 
caused the boat to crab sideways in the high and mid-speed 
range brackets and to be difficult to tiller steer at slow speed 
since the wind would catch the bow and tend to pivot the 
hull. With two persons aboard, these steering problems 
were eliminated. 

The boat, which is quite light weight, tops the scales at 
approximately 110 pounds. Like the DuraCraft pram, it 
is too tipsy for stand-up casting and it was a simple matter 
to dip the gunwale under by placing weight on the sheer 


when the boat was not under way. These factors combined | | 
with some sharp edges at the bottom of the boat at the e 
transom knees—two of the forward stiffening members end | > © 


with sharp cut-off edges—are on the debit side of the 
Duratech’s safety rating. However, on the credit side is an 
exceptionally fine non-skid surface throughout the entire in- 
terior bottom of the hull and a freedom from any sharp 
edges or protrusions at any of the eight bottom frames or 
eleven vertical side stiffeners. 

Her ample 2412” depth at the bow offers considerable 
freeboard for a 12-footer. In summarizing the various fea- 
tures affecting safety, we gave the Duratech an average rat- 
ing since she seemed no better nor poorer in this category 
than her competitors. 

As to comfort, her three seats are generously wide, 1012” 
and are located 10%” above the deck. She has a well- 
placed spray rail and with two aboard planed nicely, is 
stiffly braced so that she is inherently vibration free and 
quiet. With her well-formed bow line she rides over gentle 
rollers or through a stiff chop without wetting down her 
passengers, and rates an above-average for comfort. | 

In adaptability she is average for a boat of her size and | 
configuration. She can serve well for purely pleasure pur- | 
poses, is roomy enough and has sufficient load capacity to | 
carry camping gear for two, though her power limitations | 
would preclude her practical use as a ski tow boat, powered 
beyond safety she can conceivably tow a skier and has been 
pictured doing this by her manufacturer. 

I gave her,an above-average rating for durability because 
her exceptionally strong ribbing and bottom framing offers 
a rigidity considerably greater than in most 12-footers that 
use a .051” hull thickness. The bow is capped by a cast

aluminum breast plate combined with a lift handle which 
also serves as a mooring eye. The transom is also tied in 
by two heavy aluminum casting corner fittings. Three fore 
and aft aluminum extrusions form triple keels which add 
to the stiffness, and protect the hull proper from abrasion 
when she is beached. Heavy extruded spray rails and a 
hard wood inner motor bracket, which measures 14” wide 
by 4” deep and %” thick, is securely bolted through the 
metal transom to a plywood outer pad measuring 1542” by 
8” deep. 

The trim strip, which adds to the styling is the only flimsy 
feature in the boat’s construction. The strip, which appears 
to be painted on, is actually a length of synthetic tape— 
likely to wear away after a few bumps in docking. 

Styling missed an excellent rating only because of a few 
minor but relatively important weak features. The cast 
transom corner fittings which serve as carrying handles 
serve their structural purpose well, but are awkward in use. 
To lift the boat over your head, despite its light (approxi- 
mately 110 pound) weight, the normal person is forced to 
shift his grip from the handles to the bottom of the boat. 

At either side of the boat’s bottom, just forward of the 
transom, are two sections of riveted extrusions which fair 
in nearly flush at the forward edge and are rounded at the 
after edge so that they serve to create a built-in hook. Obvi- 
ously these were added to the hull to permit it to bounce 
onto plane more quickly and to cause the hull to ride at a 
proper angle of attack. I feel the additions, which break 
the planing surface, might not be necessary had the original 
bottom styling been wholly correct. However, for a 12’ 
utility the boat has very appealing lines and can take her 
stand in a beauty contest alongside the best her competitors 
have to offer. 

The speed of the Duratech is excellent. Under my weight 
and powered by a 5% horse motor, the boat moved onto 
plane at between 9 and 10 mph. and reached a top speed of 
13 mph. With a few added horses and a lighter driver there 
is no reason that with one person aboard the Duratech 
couldn't clock 20 mph. or better. I wouldn’t advise playing 
up this speed potential at a sacrifice of safety. My speed 
checks with this and the other two boats were done with a 
carefully calibrated Aquameter marine speedometer which 
under independent laboratory tests had demonstrated an 
error no greater than a quarter of a mile per hour in the 
speed range I was operating. 

The Arkansas Traveler john boat is the largest of the 
three utilities tested. The model, FD-14R, was powered 
with a 7% h.p. Johnson twin (which is its maximum power 
rating), and is 13’9” overall. It weighs approximately 155 
pounds, is recommended for maximum load of 600 pounds 
and has an extreme beam of 50” at the rub rail and 35” 
extreme bottom beam. It has a taper forward narrowing to 
35” topside at the bow. The standard Model FD-14R lists 
at $230 plus $18 packaging f.o.b. Southwest Manufacturing 
Company, Little Rock, Arkansas. Southwest, like the other 
two builders, makes a full line of aluminum hulls, listing 
17 models for 1958 from 9’ through 16’. The model tested 
was equipped with an accessory constant-flow live bait well 
under the center seat. This accessory adds $26 to the list 
price but is a bargain item for the fisherman for whom this 
boat was intended. : 

Though the manufacturer lists the hull depth at 14” and 
15” amidships and maximum, using the same measuring 
technique, i.e., from the top of the gunwale, my own figures 
showed a more generous freeboard of 16” with 15” amid- 
ships. 

Several construction features of the john boat were un- 
desirable. The bow corner braces had sharp corners and 
these would be locations that a passenger would be likely 
to grab for a hand hold. With one person aboard, the boat 
off plane rode with its bow quite high and moving into

the stiff breeze in choppy water away from the protected 
shoreline, wind can catch under the large exposed bottom 
area and tend to heist the bow even higher. At planing 
speed, which was reached at between 7 and 8 mph., the 
boat handled nicely both up and down wind, had good 
stability, turned well and sharply at full power with one or 
two persons aboard and had little tendency to slide. How- 


- ever, with her square chines, it would be possible by using} 7 


poor judgment to dig and trip it in a sharp corner at full 
throttle. 

The transom knee is also sharp, though the frames are 
constructed so that they do not present any hazard to the 
unwary barefoot boater. Evaluating these characteristics, 
we gave the Arkansas Traveler john boat average for safety. 

The wood-topped main seats are 12” wide, the center one| 
461%” across, the stern seat 4312” across and the forward 
seat, which is 16” deep, is tapered with a maximum 36” 
width at the forward edge. The nonskid bottom paint is 
functional though not as neatly applied nor finished as well 
as on the Duratech V-12. The athwartship brace, just aft 
of the forward seat, forms a comfortable foot rest. Sum- 
marizing her comfort features, the Arkansas Traveler came 
off with an above-average rating. 

Her adaptability is above average for a 14’ utility. Be- 
cause of her john boat flat-bottom square-end design, she is 
roomy and offers greater load carrying capacity than most 
utilities of her length. Her broad beam gives her greater 
stability than the other two boats tested, which is to be 
expected because of her greater size and weight. A fisher- 
man or hunter can stand up and cast or shoot without fear 
of capsizing, and the boat has better than average stability. 

Although the boat cannot tow skiers with its maximum 
rating of 7% h.p., it can serve as an excellent take-off 
platform for skin divers or underwater photographers. 

As to durability, the Arkansas Traveler scores “excellent” 
with ease. The hull is constructed of heavy .064” gauge 
aluminum alloy. The hull’s four false-keel bottom extru- 
sions offer protection against abrasion in shallow, rocky, or 
stump-filled waters, and the hull structure is ruggedly braced 
by five athwartships members plus the three seats. The}. 
transom has a welded-in wood inlay 10” square by 14” 
thick. Even the paint seems a bit more substantial than I’ve 
found on many aluminum boats, for though this particular 
model had been in use at Cypress Gardens, Fla., for several 
months and had been employed by the gardening crew to 
lug smudge pots during the cold snap and gather fallen 
debris, the paint inside and out was in good, unmarred 
condition. 

As to styling the john boat rates average. The squarish 
type hull is most at home in shallow water, ponds, back- 
waters, marshes, where its minimum draft is an asset. The 
design is a commonplace one in the South and throughout 
the Mississippi Valley. To the river fisherman, it’s a thing 
of beauty, though the Arkansas Traveler version has noth- 
ing from the standpoint of appearance to distinguish it from 
last year’s model or lay claim to greater eye appeal than 
comparable models of its competitors. 

As to speed the flat bottom and the four keels combine 
to offer better than expected speed for this scow-type 155 
pound hull. With two aboard, the boat moved from ap- 
proximately %2 mph. at idling up to a 12 mph. planing 
speed, which is a bit more than average expectancy for a 
boat of this design. 

Each of these three boats selected for testing proved to be 
somewhat ‘superior in their particular length and design. 
I consider any of the three, if used for the purpose for which 
they were designed, will offer long and better-than-average 
service and satisfaction.—HANK WIEAND BOWMAN

PAINT FOR FIBERGLASS 

“Will you kindly tell me whether a 
boat which | have just had covered 
with fiberglass can be painted? Have 
had conflicting advice on this. Per- 
haps you would recommend what type 
of paint is best to use on fiberglass. 
Should the material be sanded before 
painting?”

Certainly fiberglass can be painted. 
The general procedure, as outlined 
by The Pettit Paint Co., Inc., is as 
follows: 

1. Scour the surface clean with 
powdered soap, warm water and steel 
wool. 

2. Wet-sand with 3/0 wet-or-dry 
paper and.either turpentine or paint 
thinner. 

3. Wipe off with a clean . rag 
dampened with the turpentine or 
thinner. 

4. Apply paint. How this is done 
depends on whether the surface is 
rough-textured or smooth-textured. If 
it is rough-textured, fill and smooth it 
with a coat of fiberglass surfacer, 
Allowing 24 hours between coats and 
sanding each coat with fine paper be- 
fore applying the next, add a coat of 
fiberglass undercoater, then one or two 
coats of any marine paint. If the sur- 
face is smooth-textured, use an extra 
coat of fiberglass undercoater instead 
of the fiberglass surfacer.

One of the main reasons that power 
has never supplanted sail in many a 
yachtsman’s heart is that a sailboat can 
go on an extended cruise that would 
leave a comparable power boat far 
behind, out of fuel (on the open sea, 
that is). Inland cruising alor.g pro- 
tected waterways where fuel and sup- 
plies are always handy, is less expen- 
sive by sail, even with auxiliary power, 
than with a comparable power boat. 

This is why most “We Cruised From 
Point A to Point B” books are reports 
of trips in sailing craft. This one is 
no exception. Goran Schildt and his 
wife took their 34-foot auxiliary ketch 
from Finland to the Mediterranean, 
via the North Sea and the canals and 
rivers of France. 

While Schildt does not neglect the 
physical aspects of the trip, the storms, 
calms, and shipboard life; there’s more 
emphasis on the people, places and 
events encountered. His style is re- 
laxed, somewhat rambling, and remi- 
niscent of Herman Melville. 


Marine Radio Telephony: Ship Teleph- 
ony Education Program, prepared 
by the Radio Technical Commission 
for Marine Services, Washington, D. C. 
Price, 60 cents. 

Thirty-seven persons died, 19 were 
saved when a fishing boat turned over 
and sank off Montauk Point, N. Y., on 
September 1, 1951. The chances are 
that all could have been saved if #t had 
been possible to direct rescue boats to 
the position of the accident. 

The Captain of a boat about a mile 
from the fishing. craft witnessed the 
accident, and immediately started to 
her to give assistance. But he could 
not get a message out on his radio, 
which had a 35-watt transmitter, be- 
cause the distress frequency was being 
used by a pleasure boat inviting com- 
pany aboard to celebrate that they 
were out of the blow, and a commer- 
cial boat operator reporting that he 
was going to discontinue fishing. 

“All this took about 15 minutes,” 
the Captain who witnessed the acci- 
dent reported, “until the Sunbeam; a 
Niantic fishing boat, picked up the 
message and with its more powerful 
set finally cleared the air and I was 
able to direct the rescue boats to the 
stricken craft.” : 

This misuse-of the distress frequen- 
cy and other marine radiotelephone 
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frequencies in the 2 megacycle band 
led to publication of this pamphlet by 
the Radio Technical Commission for 
Marine services. The RTCM is a 
cooperative association of U. S. Gov- 
ernment and non-government marine 
telecommunications agencies that con- 
ducts studies of radio problems. 

The pamphlet, which also has the 
cryptic title “RTCM SC-34,” reviews 
existing conditions on the 2 Mc band, 
and discusses the limitations, faults 
and abuses of the present system. As 
noted above, the report shows that 
distress calls are often delayed because 
the distress frequency is being used for 
“gossip, obscene stories, and programs 
of hill-billy music.” 

Corrective measures come in for a 
big play. It’s easy to criticize; not so 
simple to suggest remedies in most 
cases. Here the RTCM has done an 
excellent, comprehensive job of out- 
lining a program for user organiza- 
tions, manufacturers, dealers, service 
organizations, communications com- 
panies and government agencies de- 
signed to educate the boatman in 
proper use of his radio equipment. It’s 
a program that deserves the support of 
all concerned, especially the boatman. 

More than half of the pamphlet is 
made up of appendixes, including an 
instruction pamphlet on the use of ma- 
rine radio equipment, showing steps to 
follow in making or receiving a call; 
and a digest of principal ship radio- 
telephone rules. 

This pamphlet should be read and 
studied by every boatman who has, or 
intends to get, marine radiotelephone 
equipment. It should be kept on board 
every craft that has such equipment. 
While the price of the pamphlet is 60 
cents in orders from one to 24 copies, 
the price is 50 cents per copy in orders 
from 25 to 499. On all orders of 500 
or more, the price is 25 cents per copy. 

A new biography of Joseph Conrad, 
perhaps the greatest of boating au- 
thors, has been announced for publi- 
cation early this month. The Thunder 
and the Sunshine, by PoPULAR Boat- 
ING writer Jerry Allen is being issued 
by G. P. Putnam’s Sons; price $4.50. 
For 20 years Conrad was a wanderer on 
the sea, and has been called “the most 
arresting and most romantic figure in 
English literature.” Among his twenty- 
seven books, Lord Jim, Typhoon, and 
others are considered classics. Events 
never known before of his adventurous 
life are described here.

YAKIMA VALLEY 
OUTBOARDERS' RED APPLE 
BOBS ON RIMROCK LAKE 


A new boat club has promoted 
(and sweated) itself into possession of 
a club area with facilities, a Coast 
Guard Auxiliary Flotilla of no mean 
reputation, and an annual Boat Show 
—all in the course of two years. Now 
the red apple pennant of the Yakima 
Valley Outboarders is likely to be seen 
anywhere in a hundred and fifty mile 
radius of home base, and on Rimrock 
Lake it signals the permanent port of 
these industrious trailer sailors. 

It all began in 1955 when a group 
of twelve Yakima boat enthusiasts got 
together for a few cruises. That was 
the extent of operations until the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary offered a public in- 
struction course. Response in the area 
was so great that the “club” decided 
to expand and admit all comers, the 
object being to foster comradeship and 
interest in good boating. 

The problems of the Yakima Valley 
Outboarders, as they named them- 
selves, were no different than those of 
most clubs. They needed facilities, 
and for that they needed money. 

A Boat Show seemed like a natural 
project, and in February of 1957 the 
young club sponsored Yakima’s first 
nautical exposition. 

With the proceeds from the Boat 
Show the Outboarders leased five acres 
of land on Rimrock Lake, fifty miles 
northwest of Yakima. In true barn- 
raising tradition—and all-hands-on- 
deck atmosphere—Sunday work par- 
ties organized, cleared the land, car- 
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ried in equipment, bricks, sand, mor- 
tar, lumber, furnishings, etc.—over- 
land and by water—and built pier, 
picnic, and toilet facilities. 

A Safety Patrol has been organ- 
ized. The Yakima Coast Guard Aux- 
iliary is flourishing. A second Boat 
Show will supply new funds for oper- 
ations.

chalked up in the fight to protect boat- 
men from indiscriminate bridge build- 
ing on the Atlantic Intracoastal Water- 
way.

A BOUNTY ANCHOR 


A famous lost relic of the sea, the 
kedge anchor of the ill-fated H.M.S. 
Bounty, was brought to the surface 
from 50 feet of water off Pitcairn 
Island last year by Irving Johnson in 
the brigantine Yankee. 

The Yankee was making one of her 
regular calls at Pitcairn, on another 
famous round-the-world cruise, when 
one of the crew discovered the anchor 
while skin diving. Coincidentally a 
National Geographic Society editor 
was on the island doing a story on the 
Bounty, and together it was decided 
to try to raise the ancient anchor. 

Johnson maneuvered his ship into 
a position over the relic and lowered 
his own anchor, a lightweight Dan- 
forth, to waiting skin divers who 
passed a wire from the Yankee’s hook 
to the exposed fluke of the Bounty’s 
anchor. Heavy swells complicated the 
Operation, and the depth of the 
Bounty’s anchor in sand made it diffi- 
cult to break-it-out. But after rocking 
back and forth on the straining cable 
for 15 minutes, the anchor came 
aweigh. 

When brought ashore, it was seen 
that most of the old wooden stock 
had broken away and remained buried 
in the sand. 

The anchor was of the old Admi- 
ralty pattern with straight V-flukes 
rather than rounded flukes. — G

OVER THE TRANSOM 


It is awkward to load and unload 
passengers from a beach when they 
have to clamber over the windshield 
and forward deck. I have found that it 
is much better to back the stern of the 
boat onto the beach, with the motor 
tilted up. Passengers find it much 
easier and safer to step aboard over the 
relatively low, wide transom. In addi- 
tion, the bow of the boat then tends to 
ward off any waves which may be roll- 
ing up the beach, and shoving-off again 
is much easier.

WOODEN DOWEL HOLDS 
SPARE PROPELLER

To keep a spare propeller from 
banging around in the bilges, take an 
old rake handle or equivalent piece of 
hardwood and carve or turn out a 
dowel of the same diameter as your 
propeller shaft. Drill a hole in it to fit 
the shear pin. Bore a hole in any con- 
venient place, such as under a seat 
plank or part of the under-deck f:am- 
ing. Glue and brad the dowel into this 
hole, push the propeller up on it, insert 
a spare shear pin. The propeller’s 
weight will hold it down against the 
shear pin. 


CHALK YOUR COURSES 
ON SMALL BLACKBOARD 


One owner of a cabin cruiser has a 
large family, and when they are on 
cruise, each member takes a turn at 
the wheel. To avoid the possibility of 
mistakes, he has attached a small toy 
blackboard to the bulkhead near the 
wheel. On this he chalks the course 
being made good, the numbers or iden- 
tification of the next few buoys to be 
passed, etc. Thus when various mem- 
bers spell each other at the wheel, 
there’s never any doubt as to the prop- 
er heading. 


AUXILIARY WHEELS KEEP 
TRAILER FROM DRAGGING 






6" WHEELS 


One boatman whose driveway has 
an appreciable grade, found that every 
time he drove in or out with his boat 
trailer in tow, the rear of the trailer 
would scrape on the pavement. To 
eliminate this and avoid serious dam- 
age to the trailer, he found a pair of 
strong wheels about six inches in di- 
ameter, and by means of a simple rod 
axle, attached them as shown. When 
the rear of the trailer gets too close 
to the pavement, these wheels take 
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over. Choose wheels which will carry 
a rather big load for their size, and 
which do not have bearings that might 
rust through immersion in salt or fresh 
water. 


DON'T USE AUTOMOBILE 
GAS TANKS ON BOATS! 


Some outboarders have solved the 
problem of increasing their cruising 
range by utilizing old automobile gas 
tanks purchased at junkyards at low 
cost. Such tanks hold 15 to 18 gal- 
lons, and are rather flat and easy to fit 
into a boat. However, their use on 
boats is dangerous for several reasons. 
They are not resistant to corrosion, 
and will rust out quickly on salt water 
—and possibly dump the gas into the 
bilge. Often they have fuel outlets on 
their bottoms, which is not good ma- 
rine practice. In addition, some own- 
ers have fitted their outboard’s small 
gas tank pumping unit to them, and 
when an outboard has a pressure fuel 
system, auto tanks are hazardous be- 
cause they’re not built to stand any 
internal pressure. If you wish to tin- 
ker around with large-capacity fuel 
systems, send 35¢ to National Fire Pro- 
tection Association, 60 Batterymarch 
St., Boston 10, Mass., and ask for a 
copy of NFPA No. 302. It will help 
you do a safe, dependable job. 


PADDLE SERVES AS 
TROLLING BRAKE 





Yet another use for the ubiquitous 
paddle most outboarders carry aboard 
is as a brake to slow down the speed 
of a boat powered by a larger motor 
when a very low trolling speed is de- 
sired. Simply stop the motor, shove 
the paddle straight down into the wa- 
ter, insert its grip inside the boat's 
transom lift handle, and pull up until 
perhaps two-thirds of the blade ex- 
tends below the hull. The lift handle 
will hold the paddle in place, though 
a turn or two of line may make things 
more secure. Restart motor and troll 
s-l-o-w. 


PLASTIC "SAFE" 
FOR VALUABLES 


Ever move around in a small boat 
and have your wallet slip out of your 
pocket and go overboard with a costly 
ker-plunk, or have a fine wrist watch 
case spotted by salt spray? Then get 
one of those flexible plastic containers 








with tight-fitting covers which stores 
sell in their kitchenware departments. 
A one-quart size will hold the wallets, 
watches, rings and other valuables of 
a whole party, and will fit into the 
“glove compartment” in the dashboard 
of many outboard boats. Things will 
be kept perfectly dry, and if perhaps 
there might be an _ upset, there’s 
enough air in such a container to keep 
it and its contents afloat. 


SOUNDING WITH AN ANCHOR 


While most larger yachts carry a 
regular sounding lead and line, few 
outboarders do so. Yet, fishermen 
often desire to know the exact depth 
of the water. By using friction tape, 
clips, paint daubs or even regular style 
sounding line markers, the anchor 
rope of a small boat can be marked 
off so that it’s possible to read water 
depth. Just lower the anchor until it 
touches bottom, and take a reading. 
Navigation charts show water depths 
along the coast, and by taking sound- 
ings it is possible to tell when you are 
over those deep places which are so 
apt to be the hideouts of big fish.

ACCESSORY FOR THE FUTURE? 


OW any small boat with a 12 volt storage battery can be 
equipped with an electric shaver, vacuum cleaner, TV 
set, power drill, electric sander, or any other appliance that 
normally operates on house current. Modern electronic 
engineering has developed an efficient means of supplying 
115 volt AC from a power package so small and compact 
that it can be installed aboard the smallest outboard. 
The Bendix-Marine division of Bendix Aviation, with 
their Transistor Power Inverter, has produced an accessory 
that has long been needed for pleasure boating. Until the

development of the amazing transistor, the only available 
sources of 115 volt alternating current were large dyna- 
motors, rotary inverters, vibrator inverters, or gasoline 
driven generators. Many of these were often too noisy, 
expensive, cumbersome or inefficient for the average 
small boat. The Bendix unit, in an average power 
requirement size, measures about 16x8x6 inches and 
weighs only 25 Ibs. The current change is made from 12, 
24 or 32 volt DC batteries to a full 115, 60 cycle voltage. 

Since there are no moving parts to the power inverter, 
there is no static, buzzing, or sparking of contacts to inter- 
fere with reception on radio navigational equipment. This 
elimination of moving parts also means that inverter life is 
increased, as no bearings, brushes, commutator or vibrator 
contacts are used to make the conversion. 

For the naval architect and small boat designer, the 
Bendix unit allows greater flexibility of interior arrange- 
ment, and a space saving over older inversion systems. An- 
other advantage in the use of 115 volt AC alternating cur- 
rent aboard a boat, is that much smaller wiring can be used 
than with lower voltages. Later additions to the system are 
simpler. 

Although the efficiency of the Bendix Transistor Power 
Inverter is advertised as 80%, actual operating efficiency 
has been reported closer to 96%, more than twice as great 
as with older rotary or vibrator inverters. The high circuit 
efficiency of the unit is such that there is less than 1 ohm 
of resistance in the conducting cycle. This means that there 
is little or no voltage drop due to the change from DC to 
AC current, and that the lack of resistance eliminates the 
conversion of electrical energy to heat energy. In prior 
systems the generation of unwanted heat could raise hob 
with electrical components, resulting in voltage losses and 
measurably shortening the life of the equipment. The Bendix 
inverter is also automatically protected against overloads 
and will even handle a complete short circuit without dam- 
age to the unit. 

The Bendix line includes four different models with out- 
puts rated from 100 to 1000 watts for varying requirements 
and run $129 to $562 in price. They operate from 12, 24 
and 32 volt DC batteries, and should be forerunners in a 
new age of comfort afloat. — G

Mr. John’s flair for organization doesn’t leave this to chance, 
for he has perfected a “check-off sheet” reminiscent of the 
list that an airline co-pilot reads off on landing to make 
sure nothing is overlooked. An extract of this list, called 
the “Winter Layup Work Requisition” is reproduced with 
this article and is worthy of being clipped out and saved by 
all boatmen. If you are a do-it-yourself yachtsman, here is 
what you must do for your boat if you want professional 
maintenance. If a yard does your work, this is perfect to 
leave in the office as a commissioning work-list. 

While Mr. John answered his phone, I read over item 
3, 4, and 5 of the printed form which covers the exten- 
sive work that goes into engine care at the Milton Point 
yard. Visions of $4.40 an hour and bankruptcy danced in 
my head. I asked about the cost of such thorough servicing 
and Bill John’s answer made a lot of sense. 

“Our charges for servicing an engine,” he replied heat- 
edly, “run from $50 to $100, depending on how bad off the 
engine is. Our men work fast, and they are experts or they 
don’t stay. The cost of an average marine engine installed, 
is around $2000. At that rate, our charge is from 2% to 
52% of the value of the engine. The care we give it pro- 
longs engine life from three to five years, you figure it out!” 

With my limited economic knowledge, I could see that 
preventative maintenance pays off dollar-wise. But in addi- 
tion to saving money, a program such as Mr. John’s can 
also save an owner’s life. Many boatmen are either igno- 
rant or careless with their engines, especially exhaust line 


installations. Carbon monoxide gas, which is generated by 
combustion of petroleum fuels, is a tasteless, odorless, sleep- 
inducing menace. It can kill the seasoned veteran as well 
as the amateur with equal impartiality. Not many months 
ago, the papers told of the death of a professional Captain 
in a well known ocean racer who went to sleep with the 
auxiliary generator going and the cabin tightly closed against 
the weather. He never woke up! Every year lives are lost 
needlessly, Bill John said, due to this type of carelessness 
or contemptuous familiarity with boat exhaust lines. And 
this is one of the hazards that his yard is bound to avert 
through preventative maintenance. 

It might seem from what has gone before that Bill John 
is a monomaniac on the subject of engines . . . he is. But 
he feels just as strongly about other areas of boat equipment 
as well. 

Every item that goes to make up the complex structure 
of a boat is equally important. His program includes an 
inspection of turnbuckles, rigging splices, and ground tackle. 
There is an engineering report on all underwater fittings. If 
there is any indication of galvanic corrosion, an electronic 
meter test discovers the source and suggestions for its con- 
trol are made. Painters and carpenters report on dry rot 
and loose deck fittings, and the owner is notified by the man 
who discovered it so that the winter can be utilized to get 
the boat afloat quickly in the springtime. The engineering 
department removes all electronic navigation equipment 
such as radio direction finders, radio telephones and depth 
sounding gear. They are inspected, repaired, and wrapped 
for the winter in a special paper which has a hygroscopic 
quality. This keeps the vital parts of the.equipment dry 
and in shape for immediate installation at the beginning of 
the next season.

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“A busy yachtsman forgets what is inside the cabinet of 
his electronic gear,” Bill lamented, “and when we have re- 
moved some instruments from their housings, it was a 
wonder that the damn things operated at all! 

“Sometimes a boat's electrical wiring is enough to scare 
the life out of you. Often it looks like these guys go out 
and buy a mess of bellwire from the five and ten when they 
have to make changes in their electrical systems. It is one 
of the biggest problems we have.” 

William Edgar John, the boatyard operator, the perfec- 
tionist, is an interesting person. Bill John, the man, is also 
a formidable fellow to know. Born in the “Gay Nineties,” 
raised in an era of frightening technological advances, and 
ripened in the age of the Hydrogen Bomb and potential 
space travel, he has somehow always been equal to the 
challenge and managed to keep a little bit ahead of his 
contemporaries. 

As a young man with a shock of curly black hair, fresh 
from the Franklin Institute at Philadelphia, Bill John served 
a hard apprenticeship at Cramps and the New York Ship- 
building Corporation. In 1913 he designed the Delphia II, 
a boat which made the racing world sit up and take notice 
of this young upstart, who had conceived a boat said to be 
the fastest hydroplane of her rating in the United States. 

He drove racing hydros as well, and on May 16, 1937, 
with his friend Dave Gerli, won the Albany-New York race 
with a new course record. In a stock Chris-Craft powered 
by a souped-up 8 cylinder engine, they crossed the finish 
line with a time of 2 hr. 46 min. 10 seconds, and an average 
speed of 46.80 miles per hour, an endurance test for both 
men and boat. The year 1937 also saw Bill John become 
Boss Man of the Milton Point Shipyards. It was a yard 
with a long tradition of fine and artistic boatbuilding, but 
with a financial success that varied with the weather. 

The yard was started by David Kirby, a first rate boat- 
builder. No one knows when Kirby began the yard, but 
William P. Steven’s book, Tradition and Memories of Amer- 
ican Yachting, mentions Kirby’s name several times and 
the working sailboats and sandbaggers he built in the 1860's. 
A boat that Bill John raves over with a romantic’s enthusi- 
asm, the sloop Madeleine was built by Kirby in 1868 and 
became an unbeatable holder of the America’s Cup in the 
battle with Britain. Here is a description of the contest in 
the year 1876 by a contemporary: 

“The Madeleine born a sloop, but later ‘hipped,’ length- 
ened and schooner-rigged, was chosen as defender. She had 
won numerous races and had the reputation of a flyer. Her 
measurement and length were close to those of the Countess. 
(Ed. Note—British entry.) When she came to the line, 
August | 1th, her copper bottom burnished to a golden glow 
under a dressing of oil and tallow, her topsides sparkling, 
her smartly-cut sails shimmering, she looked the graceful 
queen. The poor Countess, even with planking smoothed 
and wearing a new outfit of cotton sails, seemed a frump by 
contrast. 

For the first time in modern yacht racing (so far as dates 
show) the contestants were to make a sailing start, not from 
anchor. An extremely large excursion fleet and a crowd of 
yachting sightseers turned out for the event—and turned 
out to be a nuisance. Twice both the Countess and the 
Madeleine were forced to go about, when ready to cross the 
line, because of a blundering intruder. Then, because a 
brig had anchored herself where she should not have been, 
the challenger had to luff and found herself blanketed by 
the Madeleine when starting for the line. She was more 
than half a minute late in a slow crossing. It was annoying 
but it made no real difference. For some reason, the 
Countess failed to follow the Madeleine’s course in tacking 
out of the New York Narrows. She got herself, in conse- 
quence, fouled with a full flood tide. That lost her a mile; 





thereafter it was a stern chase. The Madeleine won by 9 
min. 58 seconds elapsed time. With Bill Ellsworth, an 
experienced New York Bay pilot as the challenger’s helms- 
man, in the second and deciding race, an uneventful one, 
the Madeleine just walked home.” 

All of the tradition at the Milton Point yard is not held 
by grizzled predecessors. Bill John too, can boast of his 
share. In 1938, Dwight Long’s 33 foot gaff-rigged ketch, 
the /dle Hour, went ashore in Long Island Sound during a 
West Indies hurricane after having safely circumnavigated 
the world, gales, and all. It was Bill John who hauled, 
salvaged and rebuilt a whole side of the gallant vessel to 
put her back in commission. 

If William John is a romantic at heart he is also a far- 
sighted business man. Realizing that the increasing diffi- 
culty of obtaining good air-dried boat lumber in suitable 
sizes would soon call for new techniques, he began lamina- 
tion experiments with resorcinal glues long before the 
process had become standard practice in the field. On a 
shelf of his office is a laminated sample of white oak which 
was molded in his yard, boiled for many hours, and then 
allowed to stand in water for 45 additional hours. There 
was no evidence of delamination. Only after a rigorous 
test of this sort was Mr. John satisfied. As a result, a 16 by 
24 inch laminated timber was cold-molded over a form, 
cured with heat, and then installed in the keel and stem 
assembly of his 72 foot cruiser Welcome. It has now been 
in service for years and is as good as ever. Lamination, he 
pointed out, is often the answer for replacing broken frames 
without applying the great force that is required to bend 
steamed ones. 

Despite his age and acquaintance with conventional boat 
building methods, Mr. John is no die-hard traditionalist. 
On his desk was a copy of a manual for polyethylene plastic 
welding, a relatively new and advanced process. His yard 
carries a full supply of plastics, polyesters and epoxies, for 
use in repairing boats made of these materials, and he be- 
lieves that the average yard does not fully exploit them. 
Boats built in the future, Bill John believes, will make ever 
increasing use of composite construction, utilizing alumi- 
num and titanium in conjunction with fiberglass and plastics. 
He also foresees greater use of wood-fiberglass boats, rein- 
forced with lightweight metals of great strength. The con- 
stant improvement made in outboard motors, William Ed- 
gar John predicts, will soon lead to the construction of 
outboard powered family cruisers as large as 35 feet overall. 
He would like to see all such boats equipped with long shaft 
motors in the interest of safety in a following sea, and the 
20” transom adopted as standard for all craft designed for 
outboard power. 

As I sat in Bill John’s office and watched him work, I was 
almost exhausted by the energy that he expended, but the 
many activities he is engaged in, make that energy necessary. 
He is a conferee at most of the major Washington legisla- 
tive meetings that pertain to boating, Past President of the 
American Boatbuilder’s and Repairers Association and 
Technical Vice President of the American Boat and Yacht 
Council, an organization for formulating construction stand- 
ards in the yachting field. He is Vice President in charge 
of Power Cruiser Activity for the American Power Boat 
Association, controlling body for power boat racing, and a 
member of the Motor Boat Panel of the United States Coast 
Guard Merchant Marine Safety Council. In addition to 
these activities, Mr. John is one of the founding members 
of the Marine Trades Association, which is an organization 
of dealers, distributors, boat yard and Marine operators. 
He has long been a member of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers, and is a member of the Motorboat and Engines 
Standards Committee of that organization. 

Along with everything else he does, Mr. John always finds 
some time in the summer to race his 72 foot cruiser Wel- 
come in predicted log races, a sport he helped to revive. 
The Welcome, which is Bill John’s pride and joy, was built

expose new toxic particles until the entire film has dis- 
appeared. 

This type of paint used to be known as an exfoliating 
paint, on the mistaken theory that the continual loss of the 
outer layers of the paint, by solution or chalking, made it 
impossible for the fouling organisms to get proper foot- 
hold. We now know this not to be true. It is simply that 
the slow solution of the soft resins in the matrix allows 
the poisonous particles of toxic pigment to be continually 
dissolved at the surface. In order for this paint to be effec- 
tive the toxic pigment must dissolve neither too fast nor 
too slowly and the resin must be chosen so as to dissolve 
at about the same speed. 

This matrix-dissolving paint does not require a great 
amount of copper, and is therefore relatively inexpensive. 
But to give it a long life, a thick coating or film is needed. 
Also the paint surface has a rather soft finish which does 
not stand up well to wear. For this reason, when the Miami 
Marine Laboratory undertook to develop a good antifouling 
paint for a noted paint and varnish company, it went 
to work on the design of the second type of paint, known 
as an insoluble matrix paint. 

In an insoluble matrix paint the resins are practically 
unaffected by immersion in seawater, but give a consistently 
hard finish which remains even after the antifouling proper- 
ties are lost. When the particles of pigment at the surface 
have dissolved, in order that it should continue to have anti- 
fouling properties, there must be new particles exposed to 
the solvent action of sea water. Since the matrix is in- 
soluble, the toxic particles can only continue to dissolve 
if they are in actual contact with each other throughout 
the thickness of the film. Thus, the paint must be heavily 
loaded with the toxic pigment. This makes it costly, but 
this disadvantage is offset by its longer effective life, by the 
thinner coating necessary, and by its superior surface. 

With this brief explanation it is now possible to explain 
the apparent erratic behavior of paints and how to select 
a really suitable one. One of the most puzzling things to the 
boat-owner, for instance, is that a well known and well 
reputed paint, which, when first used, kept his hull perfectly 
clean for six or seven months, nevertheless fouled up in 
two or three months when again used on the next hauling, 
though the boat was used in the same harbor. No super- 
natural power is involved in this, but instead, there is a 
perfectly good scientific explanation. 

Like most forms of life, fouling organisms tend to con- 
centrate their breeding during certain seasons of the year. 
Even when breeding occurs at all times of the year, as it 
does in the warm Florida waters, it may vary considerably 
in intensity. Thus, at one time of the year even a poor paint 
may serve well, but at another time it would foul immedi- 
ately, due to the much greater number of barnacle larvae 
being released into the water and ready to settle on the 
nearest ship’s bottom. Therefore, if fouling varies greatly 
from month to month it is wise to get the best paint possible, 
so as to protect against all conditions. 

Spotty performance may also be due to a poorly designed 
paint in which the toxic particles cake up in the bottom of 
the can after storage for some time. In this case, the paint 
must be thoroughly stirred or shaken to distribute the toxic 
pigment evenly. If caking or settling in the can is very 
bad the paint should be avoided. Sometimes, too, even 
though a paint is evenly mixed, it may not remain so when 
brushed onto the hull. In drying, sometimes the pigment 
tends to settle near the surface of the film, or near the wood. 
In the first case the paint would start off with lots of pro- 
tective power and then foul suddenly, as the pigment at the

surface was used up. In the second case the opposite would 
be true. The paint would foul from the start and, by the 
time the surface had dissolved down enough to expose the 
pigment, the hull would already be covered with barnacles. 

When a paint performs well in some waters, but not in 
others, the trouble may be due to the fouling conditions. 
Where there are many docks, waterfront structures and 
much neglected shipping, there will be most likely many 
fouling organisms releasing larvae into the water and a 
first class paint will be needed for protection. In open 
waters, with little fouling, a cheaper paint may do the job, 
for a while at least. 

Another source of variable fouling is the amount of pollu- 
tion in the water. Heavy industrial pollution may be harm- 
ful to fouling organisms and a ship’s bottom would tend to 
remain clean, even with a poor paint. But in the case of 
non-industrial human sewage this may help the barnacles 
and weed by providing food, and so fouling will be heavy. 

In all these cases, if there is any doubt, the only safe 
way is to use a good paint, with a high copper content. 
Even this may sometimes seem to go wrong, though. For 
instance, the bottom may be quite clean, but moss or algae 
may start to grow along the waterline. Usually it will be 
found that floating oil has allowed a thin film to cover the 
paint near the boot-topping. This is enough to stop the 
solution of poisonous pigment and so to allow the attach- 
ment of fouling. 

Another cause of bottom paint failure in localized places 
on the hull may be due to the effect of metallic fastenings 
on the paint, particularly if it is a bronze type paint. Iron 
fastenings may form a galvanic couple with the copper or 
bronze of the paint, causing the fastenings to corrode and 
preventing the solution of poisonous pigment. 

One other seemingly erratic performance is that which 
occurs when two boats, painted with the same paint and 
moored in the same harbor show differences in the fouling 
of their bottoms. The cause of this would most likely be 
found in the different conditions of service of the two boats. 
A fast hull will wear down a paint more quickly and in 
this way improve the action but shorten the life of a soluble 
matrix paint. On the other hand it may not affect an in- 
soluble matrix to the same extent. If a boat is kept moored 
under strong tidal conditions, or kept out to sea for longer 
periods of time, the fouling tendency would be less, because 
the organisms cannot attach in currents of 1 knot or more. 

Thus the same paint may vary in performance according 
to the type of boat, the kind of service it is given, the 
variations in fouling conditions from place to place and 
from time to time, and according to oil and pollution in 
the harbor. It may also vary in itself due to poor mixing. 
To be certain of good performance over a long period only 
the best paint, with high copper loading, will do. But in the 
northern winter, and in harbors with industrial pollution, 
and with a much-used high speed hull one may, for a while 
get away with a poor paint. Let the conditions change 
slightly, though, and the suddenness and awfulness of the 
fouling attack will be something to behold. 

Fortunately it is now possible for scientists to “rate” a 
new paint in advance. Since the rate at which copper or 
mercury must dissolve to prevent fouling is known, the 
behavior of the paint can be predicted in advance by means 
of chemical tests. Not only this, but tests have been de- 
vised which allow the rate of solution to be speeded up, so 
that the effects of one year’s immersion on a ship’s hull 
can be duplicated in the laboratory in a matter of a few 
days. For the scientist, at any rate, much of the mystery 
has disappeared from bottom paints. Perhaps one day 
even the copper may be removed and a perfect paint de- 
veloped at a low price. The search is already underway. 

Meanwhile, the products provided by the reputable boat- 
paint manufacturers offer the boatman successful weapons 
with which to fight the never ending battle against the 
denizens of the waters, both salt and fresh, in which all

in 1910 by George Lawley. Her beautiful condition now, 
after 48 years of operation, is an example of what Mr. 
John’s preventative maintenance program can do. His boat 
is powered by a 175 hp Sterling Petrel engine with a 3:1 
reduction gear and cruises at a comfortable 10 knots, blow 
calm or heavy weather. Her electronic gear is extremely 
complete and includes a Kaar radio-telephone, RCA radio 
direction finder, White echo sounder, and Richardson auto- 
matic pilot. A National short wave radio serves as a stand- 
by receiver on all frequencies. 

Racing is also the love of others in the John family. Mrs. 
William Edgar John is one of the few women of her time 
ever to have won a speedboat competition. One of the 
trophies that adorn her husband’s office is the 1914 Annual 
Roost Trophy for motorboat racing on the Schuylkill River 
of Pennsylvania. Bill John’s son, William Edgar John Jr., 
has forsaken power to become one of the top ranking win- 
ners in the International One Design Class, of which he is 
the Secretary. 

Bill John is a dynamic man, and like most dynamic per- 
sons has some opinions about which he feels very strongly. 
Some of these opinions are controversial, others make sense. 
He believes that yachts carrying paid skippers should re- 
quire these men to be licensed, and that protective tariffs 
should be legislated to protect the American boatbuilding 
industry. In his work with the National Fire Protection 
Association’s Motorboat Committee, he has long opposed 
the use of carbon tetrachloride fire extinguishers aboard 
boats. Such extinguishers, he points out, generate phosgene- 
hydrochloric acid gas, which is poisonous when breathed 
and was outlawed during World War I. 

The Dean of boatyard operators also believes that a man 
ought to pay his bills, and that a yard should not be fair 
game for bill-beaters. If Mr. John’s name does not appear 
on the roster of some of the posh yacht clubs, it isn’t be- 
cause he has not been proposed many times, but more likely 
that some one on the membership committees (which re- 
quire a unanimous vote) has been informed by Bill, in no 
uncertain terms, to pay his bill before the boat leaves the 
yard. 

The word “Associates” in William Edgar John and Asso- 
ciates, refers to his employees. “Each one of these persons,” 
he told me, “works with me and is responsible for making 
this yard a success; without them none of us could function. 
Each one is an individualist and a specialist in his field.” 

On the wall of Bill John’s office hangs a letter of which 
he is very proud. Signed by Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
it commends him for his firmly voiced belief in equal em- 
ployment opportunities for all persons regardless of race, 
color, or creed. It is a practice which has always guided 
the selection of his “Associates.” 

A man of firm conviction, unlimited energy, and a dis- 
arming congeniality, Mr. John is proud of the friendships 
he has made through boats and boating. He is certainly a 
man who has contributed most generously to the sport.
